WISE DUSTY ENJOYS 
HIS LEISURE 



A graded winner of $716,273, Wise Dusty is a “pasture pet" 
of Lindy Clark, manager of Six M Farm in West River, Md. 


N o mystery surrounds the 
whereabouts of Wise 
Dusty on a sweltering 
afternoon. ^‘He likes to stand in 
the water tub, particularly after 
I have just filled it and cleaned 
it,” Lindy Clark, manager of 
Six M Farm, sighed with mock 
exasperation. 

Turned out in a three and a 
half-acre field with two other 
horses—“They’re the best of 
buds,” noted Clark—^Wise 
Dusty spends his days inhal¬ 
ing peppermints, shadowing 
the farm manager and, during 
southern Maryland’s sometimes 
brutal midsummer heat, rather 
resourcefully planting his front 
legs in the water tub. “If he 
could get aU four in, he would,” 
Clark pointed out, “but the tub 
just isn’t big enough.” 

Now 15, Wise Dusty has 
resided at Six M in West River, 
Md., located 15 miles south of 
Annapolis, for the past four 
years, moving directly to the 
150-acre facihty after retiring 
as a race horse at the advanced 
age of 11. 

Owned and bred by Adrian 
Merton, who lives at Six M 
with his wife, Olvina, Wise 
Dusty (Bishop Northcraft— 
Ubenice, by Gala Harry) com¬ 
piled an enviable record over 
eight seasons of competition 
at Mid-Atlantic tracks, winning 
21 of 80 career starts, with 15 
seconds and 12 thirds under 
the capable handling of trainer 
Wayne Bailey. 

Durable and consistent. 
Wise Dusty bagged stakes vic¬ 
tories at ages 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 
10, finished second in added- 
money events at 9 and 11, and 
ultimately bankrolled $716,273. 

On the other hand, no one 
ever accused the gelding of 
demonstrating versatility—all 
of his wins came in main track 
sprints. In 10 attempts on the 
grass, he managed only a pair 
of thirds, and his lone main 
track route effort also resulted 
in a third-place finish. 


“He loved to run,” recalled 
Merton, who owns a mechani¬ 
cal contracting firm that does 
business throughout the Wash¬ 
ington, DC., metro area. “He 
loved to get his toes on that 
[starting] gate. He was rarin’ 
to go. When that gate opened, 
man, he was the first one out.” 

Wise Dusty would blitz to 
the lead and dare his rivals to 
catch him. His speed carried 
him to scores in Laurel Park’s 
Laurel Dash Stakes-G3, Mister 
Diz Stakes and Housebuster 
Handicap; Delaware Park’s Jeff 
Stakes; Philadelphia Park’s Mr. 
Nickerson Handicap; Penn 
National’s Mario Beneito Memo¬ 
rial Handicap; and Charles 
Town’s Killeen Handicap and 
HBPA Kelly Kip Stakes; along 
with a peck of allowance races. 
The best of his 12 stakes plac- 
ings was a second in the 1997 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash-G2 to fellow Maryland- 
bred and that year’s Echpse 
Award-winning sprinter. Smoke 
Glacken. “He gave everything 
he had,” noted Merton. 


But by 2002, despite a run¬ 
ner-up finish in the $100,000 
Charles Town Dash Invitational 
Handicap, Wise Dusty’s after¬ 
burners finally began to sput¬ 
ter. ‘We ran him at Charles 
Town in some four and a half¬ 
furlong allowance races, and in 
the last one or two, he didn’t 
really perform well,” remem¬ 
bered Merton, “and we figured. 
Why beat him to death?’ We 
weren’t going to drop him 
down in claiming races, so we 
just retired him, brought him 
home and put him on the 
farm.” 

At which point he wormed 
his way into Clark’s graces. 
Initially, Wise Dusty alternated 
between lolling in a stall and 
roaming a pasture. “But every 
time I would turn him out 
with the other horses,” Clark 
recalled, “they kind of picked 
on him, because they thought. 
Well, why are you so special— 
you get to go in the barn?’ So 
then I ended up leaving him 
out, and he got along much 
better with everybody.” 


Becoming, in effect, Clark’s 
“pasture pet.” When not attend¬ 
ing to layups, broodmare care 
and foaling—plus overseeing a 
trio of stallions—the farm man¬ 
ager indulges the doting geld¬ 
ing. “He’s areal cutie that wants 
to be in your hip pocket,” she 
said with a giggle. “He just 
wants to be right with you all 
of the time. If you go out in a 
field, he is going to follow you 
around step for step for step.” 

Although “perfectly sound,” 
according to Clark, Wise Dusty 
has not veered into a second, 
post-track career, such as show 
jumping or hunting. “He could. 
He’s a very nice mover,” Clark 
explained, “but I think the feel- 
I ing was, you never know what’s 
j going to happen to him, should 
g he be sold or given away [for 
^ another endeavor], and they 
[the Mertons] want to make 
sure that he lives out his life 
right here” without complica¬ 
tions. 

“He paid his way,” said Mer¬ 
ton. “He’ll be here until the 
end.” 

Presumably doing pretty 
much nothing. Just as Wise 
Dusty has not moved into the 
show ring, neither has he been 
assigned baby-sitting duties, 
often the fate of retired geld¬ 
ings. “Although I think he’d 
be good at it,” Clark observed, 
“because he doesn’t have a 
mean bone in his body.” 

Wise Dusty gratefully col¬ 
lects his pension in the form 
of peppermints dispensed by 
Olvina Merton. Those treats 
might account, in part, for the 
fact that he has put on a few 
pounds in middle age—^who 
hasn’t?—but, Clark main¬ 
tained, “Everything else is the 
same” as when he was scorch¬ 
ing racing surfaces in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
West Virginia. “He has a very 
cute head, and it makes him 
look very young. To look at 
him, you would not think he’s 
15 years old.” /Michael Yockel

IN MEMORIAM 


F. EUGENE DIXON: FORMER PENNSYLVANIA 
RACING COMMISSION CHAIRMAN 
AND ALL-AROUND SPORTSMAN 


F Eugene (Fitz) Dixon, a 
prominent Thorough¬ 
bred breeder/owner who 
served as chairman of the Penn¬ 
sylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission for 16 years, died 
on August 2. He was 82. (See 
Pennsylvania Racing Commission 
member Rick Abbotfs tribute to Mr. 
Dixon on page 87.) 

Mr. Dixon was the great- 
grandson of P.A.B. Widener, 
a major industrialist and leg¬ 
endary figure within the racing 
industry in the early 1900s. The 
sole heir to the Widener for¬ 
tune, Mr. Dixon devoted much 


of his life to civic and philan¬ 
thropic causes and ownership 
of sports teams in and around 
his native Philadelphia. 

‘‘You remember Citi 2 en 
Kane?’’ Pennsylvania Governor 
Edward Rendell told the Phila¬ 
delphia Inquirer. “Fit 2 would 
have been Citi 2 en Dixon. He 
was a man of great material 
possessions who devoted vir¬ 
tually all of his time to helping 
others. . . He could have hved 
the life of a true ne’er-do-well, 
but he was so generous. . . If 
you called Fit 2 —as I did many 
times, both as mayor and gov¬ 


ernor—and said, ‘We need you 
to do this,’ he never said no.” 

Gov. RendeU appointed Mr. 
Dixon chairman of the racing 
commission in 2003, in antici¬ 
pation of the approval of slots 
legislation; an earher tenure 
as commission chairman had 
ended in 1997. 

Mr. Dixon, who lived at his 
Erdenheim Farm, a 500-acre 
estate in the Philadelphia sub¬ 
urbs, was a former owner of 
the Philadelphia 76ers, and for¬ 
mer part-owner of the Phillies, 
the Eagles and the Flyers. 


He was a graduate of 
Philadelphia’s Episcopal Aca¬ 
demy and attended Harvard 
University. After college, Mr. 
Dixon returned home and, for 
17 years, taught English and 
French at Episcopal Academy, 
where he also coached the 
squash, tennis and 120-pound 
football teams. He later became 
the school’s athletic director 
and admissions director. 

“I believe I’m the only mem¬ 
ber of the so-called Widener 
family who ever did work, who 
ever did take home a salary. But 
that’s the greatest experience

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you can have/’ he once told a 
reporter. 

Horses owned by Mr. Dixon 
and his wife, Edith, achieved 
noteworthy success on the race 
track and over jumps, as well as 
in the show arena. 

Their top performers in 
recent years included 2006 
stakes winners Play Bingo (2005 
Maryland Million Classic, etc.). 
Aunt Henny (Virginia Oaks- 
G3, etc.) and Smart Enough 
(Beau Genius Handicap). 

Their steeplechase stars, aU 
of whom campaigned in the 
name of Edith Dixon, included 
stakes winners Indispensable, 
Shamrock Isle and Sharp 
Face. Mr. Dixon was a for¬ 
mer president of the National 
Steeplechase Association. 

The Dixons’ show-jump¬ 
ing contingent was led by Jet 
Run, who was inducted into the 
Show Jumping HaU of Fame 


after Michael Mat 2 rode him to 
win team and individual med¬ 
als at the 1979 Pan American 
Games. 

Mr. Dixon also is credited 
with supporting Mat 2 when he 
made his career switch from 


show rider to race horse train¬ 
er—a move that eventually led 
to Matz’s 2006 Kentucky Derby 
victory with Barbaro. 

A further illustration of Mr. 
Dixon’s passion for racing, and 
for his home state, came at 


this year’s Keeneland January 
sale when he purchased the 
broodmare Solvig, in foal to 
Smartyjones, for $950,000. His 
goal was accomplished when 
the Grade 3-winning daughter 
of Caerleon produced the first 
Pennsylvania-bred offspring of 
the Pennsylvania-bred classic 
winner. 

‘‘Mr. Dixon was always very 
sporting,” said John R.S. Fisher, 
who, as well as Mat 2 , served as 
his trainer for many years. “And 
he wanted the game played 
right. He truly loved horses— 
what mattered most to him was 
the complete and proper care 
of the horses.” 

Philadelphia Park's Grade 2 
Cotillion Handicap has been 
renamed the Fit:^ Dixon Cotillion 
Breeders' Cup Handicap. The 
$500,000 eventfor 3-jear-oldfillies 
will be run on October 7.

NTRA downsizing 

expands 

participation 


T he National Thoroughbred Racing Association (NTRA)'s 
current streamlining of its operations—together, the NTRA 
and Breeders' Cup Ltd. are in the midst of a 40 percent 
cutback that involves large reductions in staff—^is already having 
a positive ripple effect within the industry, and in particular 
within the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Lm not qualified to say whether the two organi 2 ations were 
overstaffed (although I attach a lot of credibihty to the people 
who say they were). And I reali 2 e that eliminating jobs, especially 
within the horse industry, isn't by itself a healthy prospect. But 
the concept of a leaner, tighter NTRA appeals to me for several 
reasons, not the least of which is that membership has become 
more affordable. Which, in mrn, promises to make the NTRA 
more inclusive. 

Maryland horsemen have not belonged to the NTRA for 
the past several years. (As part of the NTRA's basic strucmre, 
horsemen's groups and race tracks support the organi 2 ation 
with membership dues.) After lengthy consideration, and with 
great reluctance among some of its directors, the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Association (MTHA)'s board 
determined that NTRA dues, then amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year, were simply beyond what it could— 
and should—reasonably extract from the Purse Account during 
a time when purses were being cut and the stakes schedule aU but 
obliterated. 

Advised of the lower dues structure—the Maryland horsemen's 
share for 2007 and 2008 will be $82,000 a year—the MTHA 
board required no debate before voting, at its September meeting, 
to return to the NTRA fold. 

The NTRA, while far from perfect, has accomplished a great 
deal since it was started in 1998. Its successful initiatives include 
strong and effective industry representation in Washington, D.C.; 
increased television presence; handling the varied public relations 
issues of superstars Smarty Jones, Afleet Alex and Barbaro; 
group purchasing; crisis management (think Breeders' Cup Pick 6 
scandal); and medication issues. 

Maryland racing has benefited from the NTRA's efforts, and 
it's only right that the state's owners and trainers should give the 
NTRA their financial support.

HOTse of 
a lifetime 

Kelso^ voted Horse of the Year an unmatched 
five times in the 1960s, earned his trainer, Carl Hanford, 
a well-deserved place in racinfs Hall of Fame

A s 90-year-old Carl Hanford 
stood at the podium during 
the racing HaU of Fame 
induction ceremony on August 
7 in Saratoga Springs, N.Y, no 
one who knew him expected 
to hear a lengthy acceptance 
speech, a caught-up-in-the- 
moment gaUop down memory 
lane. And Hanford was true to 
form. 

‘d'm here because of one 
horse and one horse only,’’ said 
Hanford, the trainer who in the 
early 1960s guided Mrs. Richard 
C. (Allaire) duPont’s Kelso to 
an unmatched five consecutive 
horse of the year titles. 

He has always been a man of 
few words, and carefully chosen 
ones at that. In 1969, Miami 
Heralds Edwin Pope, in writing 
about Hanford, observed, 
‘‘Staying out of sports’ front 
and center glare is almost 
impossible for any sports figure 
worthy of his hire. . . One man 
in recent years has done it. He 
did it deliberately and not out 
of ughness or anti-social spir¬ 
it—just simple and direct mod¬ 
esty. When pictures were taken, 
he removed himself from cam¬ 
era range. When questions were 
asked, he was at pains to be 
beyond earshot. . . Maybe you 
have heard of him, if you were 
listening closely. . .” 

A HaU of Fame induction is 
usuaUy wrought with emotion. 
Jockey Bill Boland, inducted 
into this year’s class along with 
Hanford and ^Cougar II, was 
so overcome that he had to 
stop speaking. Hanford, for his 
part, dehvered a simple thank 
you to those who had selected 
him. “All of the top trainers 
of the past have received this 
honor,” he said, “but I don’t 
think any one of them—and 
maybe I’m being a Utde preju¬ 
diced here—ever had their 
hands on a horse Uke Kelso.” 

He noted that both AUaire 
duPont and his wife, MilUe 
Hanford, had passed away with¬ 
in the last 14 months. “I wish 
they were here today to enjoy 
this with me,” said Hanford, 
who remained on exceUent 
terms with duPont and visited 
her a week before her death 


this past January. “Maybe they 
are.” 

MEMORIES GALORE 

A former jockey, Hanford 
had about a decade’s worth 
of experience at training good 
runners when, in 1960, he heard 
that duPont, one of Maryland’s 
preeminent breeder/ owners, 
was in search of a private train¬ 
er for her Bohemia Stable. He 
appUed for and was offered the 
post. DuPont turned over to 
him nine horses—seven filUes 
and two geldings. One of the 
geldings, Kelso (a Kentucky- 
bred despite making his home 
at duPont’s Woodstock Farm in 
Chesapeake City), had broken 
his maiden at Atlantic City in a 
brief campaign of three races 
the year before as a juvenile. 

Six years later, Kelso retired 
as the best Thoroughbred of 
his era. Kelso may or may not 
be the greatest American race 
horse of all time, but he was— 
without question—the most 
accompUshed. 


“Equipoise was truly a great 
horse,” Hanford said. “I felt 
lucky to have seen him run. For 
the longest time, I thought he 
was the best horse I’d ever seen 
... Kelso was racing for a whUe 
before I thought of him as the 
equal to Equipoise. Towards 
the end, yes, I guess I thought 
of Kelso as a better horse.” 

In 1974, Hanford told the 
Daily Racing Fornis Joe Hirsch, 
“Carrying weight, I think 
[Kelso] could have beaten any¬ 
body over a distance. . . Yes, 
the red horse [Secretariat] or 
anybody.” 

The reahty is, of course, 
that comparing horses of dif¬ 
ferent eras is difficult at best, 
even for a sage such as Carl 
Hanford. But no horse, before 
or since, has equaled Kelso’s 
feat of earning the Horse of 
the Year crown five consecu¬ 
tive seasons. Kelso, named to 
that tide each year from 1960 
to 1964, also won five divi¬ 
sional crowns, four as cham¬ 
pion handicap horse and one as 
champion 3-year-old. 


“The old days, that’s when 
we saw the best of racing,” said 
Hanford, who for many years 
has made his home in Wilm¬ 
ington, Del. “It’s obvious that 
commercial breeding has taken 
over.. . The days of horses car¬ 
rying all that weight are over. 
So we might see another horse 
as determined as Kelso, or as 
tough as Kelso, or as fast as 
Kelso. But we probably aren’t 
going to see all that he did ever 
again.” 

FROM NEBRASKA 
TO KELSO 

Carl Hanford, a son of the 
American heartiand, was born 
in 1916 in Fairbury, Nebr. He 
grew up with three sisters and 
seven brothers, two of whom. 
Buddy and Ira, became top 
jockeys. Horse racing dealt the 
Hanford family both tragedy 
and glory in the 1930s. Buddy 
Hanford was killed in a spill 
at Pimhco in 1933, two days 
before he was scheduled to hde 
in the Kentucky Derby. Three

years later, Ira Hanford became 
the first apprentice jockey ever 
to win the Kentucky Derby, 
accomplishing the feat aboard 
Bold Venture for trainer Max 
Hirsch. 

Carl, two years older than 
Ira, had a nondescript rid¬ 


ing career. He said, ‘‘I rode in 
Florida, New York, Maryland 
. . . aU over New England, but 
I never really got on a decent 
horse and I never did win a 
stake. Then, I started to get too 
heavy to do it. In those days, 
racing was the premier sport in 


the country. All the big stables 
bred their horses to race. The 
top trainers were Max Hirsch 
and Sherrill Ward. It was very 
exciting. . . and I never regret¬ 
ted leaving high school for the 
track, not one day of it.” 

He moved on to the training 
ranks, worked with Irish Jimmy 
Stewart (father of Maryland 
veterinarian James V. Stewart), 
went with a string of Stewart’s 
in 1939, and saddled his first 
winner that year, at Charles 
Town. His training career was 
interrupted by World War II; 
Hanford was drafted and spent 
most of his four-year service in 
Fort Robinson, Nebr., with the 
Army Remount Corps. 

In a 1980 interview with the 
Daij}! Racing Form's Claude 
Wilhams, Hanford noted, 
‘‘During World War II, the 
Army must have had 20,000 
head of Thoroughbreds and 
mules... the mules were trained 
as pack animals, but I was 
mostly around the Thorough¬ 
breds. We had a lot of well- 
bred horses that we broke 


there. Several racetrackers were 
stationed at Fort Robinson and 
we broke most of the young 
horses. A lot of the geldings 
were later given to farmers in 
the area, and I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if guys like Marion H. 
Van Berg raced some of the 
horses we raised and broke at 
Fort Robinson.” 

After the war, Hanford barn¬ 
stormed, first taking a small 
string of runners from Ohio 
to Delaware by boxcar. He 
traveled to Florida and wound 
up developing a good stakes- 
placed fiUy named Jupiter Light. 
His work did not go unnoticed, 
and Hanford began to attract a 
clientele. 

La Corredora, whom Han¬ 
ford trained for Mrs. Marion 
W O’Connor, won five stakes, 
including the 1953 editions of 
the Ladies and Comely Handi¬ 
caps. She finished third in the 
voting—^behind Sickle’s Image 
and Atalanta and ahead of A 
Gleam and Real Dehght—for 
the champion older mare title 
that season. 

“She came from nowhere 
when she ran and she ran her 
heart out every time,” Hanford 
recalled. His success with La 
Corredora led to better things, 
one of which was a new relation¬ 
ship with Pittsburgh Steelers 
owner Art Rooney, whom Han¬ 
ford had already known for 
years. Rooney offered Hanford 
a string of horses to train. “He 
was a great guy to work for,” 
said Hanford. “The O’Connor 
family was tike that. Mrs. 
duPont the same. None of 
them ever picked up a condi¬ 
tion book.” 

Landing the job with duPont 
was a major coup but not, orig¬ 
inally, because of anything hav¬ 
ing to do with Kelso. 

“I’d seen Kelso run at 2; 
I think I’d even bet on him,” 
Hanford remembered. “When 
I picked him up to train, it 
was the winter of 1960. He 
was pretty impossible to man¬ 
age. He kept throwing the farm 
riders. Finally, I sent down to 
Bowie to get somebody, Lionel 
Lafavre, to get on the horse. I 
was allowed to do things my 
own way. Mrs. duPont was very 
hands off. . . no pressure.” 
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As William H.P. Robertson 
noted in his definitive work, 
The History of Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing in America; “There was little 
about Kelso's appearance as a 
young horse to suggest his 
eventual status as a king of the 
turf As a three-year-old, he was 
rather a plain-looking dark bay 
or brown. . . with a thin neck 
sticking out of a none-too- 
copious torso. He continued to 
grow and develop, however, 
until as a five-year-old he stood 
a shade over 16 hands and 
girthed 73 inches. Exceptionally 
wide across the hips, up front 
he had long, smooth muscles 
of a stayer, and, all in all, a hard, 
deer-hke aspect." 

Kelso was a son of the 
“Old Sidewinder"—^Your 
Host. Known for his unusual 
appearance. Your Host had a 
crooked neck—supposedly the 
result of an injury when he was 
a weanling—and ran with his 
head tilted. He also was known 
as the “magnificent cripple" 
after overcoming numerous 
hfe-threatening conditions, 
and became a terror at middle 
distances, possessing immense 
strength and heart. These were 
assets that allowed him to sur¬ 
vive a horrifying spill in the San 
Pasqual Handicap, one that left 
him with four broken bones in 
his right foreleg and a fractured 
shoulder. His recovery was a 
remarkable story, as the insurer 
Lloyds of London took control 
of his care and made every 
effort to save him. He entered 
stud in California and even¬ 
tually moved to Meadowview 
Farms in New Jersey, where 
Kelso was conceived. Kelso's 
dam. Maid of Fhght, was a 
daughter of 1943 Triple Crown 
winner Count Fleet. 

Kelso, by most accounts, 
was an intense and intelligent 
race horse. In addition to being 
a tough horse to train, he was 
an inveterate cribber, which, in 
part, explained the lack of flesh 
he held, especially early in his 
career. The horse's personal¬ 
ity was in direct contrast with 
that of his low-key, perceptive 
trainer. 

“He was very determined, 
very smart," Hanford said. 
‘Y"ou had to watch him. He

was always sending signals. I 
had to change his training rou¬ 
tine frequendy to keep him 
interested, on-guard. If he got 
bored, he'd drop a rider and 
run off After time, I learned 
never to work him with other 


horses. He would just run them 
into the ground. He also had 
unbelievable stamina. 

“Some of it wasn't hard to 
figure out. When I had a prob¬ 
lem, I made decisions with my 
gut." 


Kelso began his career for 
Hanford by winning a race 
at Monmouth and another at 
Aqueduct, each by double-digit 
lengths. At Aqueduct, he ran 
the fastest mile ever (1:34y2) by 
a 3-year-old in New York.

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By year's end, Kelso had 
taken the first of his five Jockey 
Club Gold Cups. It was a race 
in which he also broke the 
American record for the two- 
mile distance. In 1960, the 
duPont runner won eight of 
nine races. 

Hanford has frequendy 
cited the following year's Metro¬ 
politan Mile as Kelso's single 
greatest race. 

Carrying 130 pounds, Kelso 
seemed hopelessly beaten, with 
just two horses behind him, at 
the head of the stretch. Under a 
2 ig 2 agging, brilHandy brave ride 
by Eddie Arcaro, he got up to 
win by a neck over All Hands, 
in receipt of 13 pounds. Kelso 
would lose only twice that year 
from nine starts; one of those 
losses was a second-place fin¬ 
ish in the Washington, D.C., 
International, his first start on 
the turf and a race he would 
set a course record in three 
years later. 

During his reign as king of 
the American mrf, Kelso won 
31 stakes races, at least three a 
year for six years straight, and 


in 63 starts carried a burden 
of 130 pounds or more 24 
times. His last major win came 
in the Whimey Stakes of 1965. 
When a fracmred sesamoid 
ended Kelso's racing career the 
following winter, he retired as 
racing's aU-time leading money 
earner; his $1,977,896 would 
remain a record until topped 
by Affirmed in 1979. He was 
inducted into the HaU of Fame 
in 1967 and lived out his life 
at Woodstock Farm, enjoying 
a second career as a hunter 
and show jumper. He died on 
October 16, 1983. 

After deftly managing the 
career of an equine immortal, 
Carl Hanford quietly moved 
along to the next phase of 
his own hfe. He left duPont's 
employ in 1967, his career with 
her also having coincided with 
that of duPont's superb race 
mare Pohtely, who earned hon¬ 
ors as Maryland-bred horse of 
the year in 1967 and 1968. 
Hanford developed Politely as 
a 2-year-old, and she went on 
to become a star for trainer 
George Baker, twice establish¬ 


ing herself as the runner-up 
for the Eclipse Award as the 
nation's champion handicap 
mare (won by Straight Deal 
in 1967 and Gamely in 1968). 
‘‘She was a large filly, and we 
didn't rush her," said Hanford. 

In the late 1960s, Hanford 
started a public stable with his 
brother Ira (who a few years 
earher had trained the fine run¬ 
ner Creme dela Creme). But in 
1969 he moved on to work in 
the racing office at the newly 
opened Liberty Bell Park, a 
Pennsylvania race track that 
had been launched in part due 
to the efforts of his old friend. 
Art Rooney. 

It was a different sort of 
Hfe, but one that aUowed him 
to spend more time with his 
wife and their daughter, Gail. 
MiHie Hanford, always a keen 
racing fan and her husband's 
chief cheerleader, launched a 
career of her own in about 
1980 at Delaware Park, where 
for a quarter-cenmry she greet¬ 
ed horsemen at the paddock 
gate. The Hanfords met when 
he was riding races at Havre de 


Grace and were married for 48 
years before her death in June 
2005. 

Hanford worked as a stew¬ 
ard at numerous tracks, includ¬ 
ing Atlantic City, Garden State, 
Keystone (now Philadelphia 
Park), Shenandoah Downs and 
his home track, Delaware Park, 
before he retired in 1988. That 
was when Gail took up training 
horses. Since then he has been 
a fixture at his daughter's barn 
at Delaware Park. 

“Just watching," he said. “1 
don't tell anyone what to do." 

Gail Hanford was part of 
the entourage that made it to 
Saratoga for her father's HaU of 
Fame induction. Ira Hanford, 
Hvingin Ocala, Fla., was unable 
to attend. “He wanted to," Carl 
noted. “The doctor said he 
shouldn't. 

“I guess we have Hved a 
long time... my oldest brother, 
who died a few years ago, Hved 
to be 97. No, there's no secret 
to it. We just wake up and go 
where we're supposed to go, I 
guess." ^

SCALING THE 
HEIGHTS 

Impact of Charles Town’s higher purses 
Is there for all to see at the Casey family’s 
new Taylor Mountain Farm in West Virginia

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F or an idea of what slot 
machines at race tracks can 
mean to the local econo¬ 
my, one need look no further 
than the Casey family’s Taylor 
Mountain Farm in Charles 
Town, WVa. 

A handsomely appointed 
400 foot-long main barn rises 
into view as a visitor turns 
down a tree-lined driveway . . 
nestled behind it are three addi¬ 
tional generous-sized barns in 
matching colors of cream with 
light blue trim, including one 
that serves as home to the Mid- 
Atlantic region’s leading fresh¬ 
man sire of 2005... four-board 
fences, painted black, frame 
lush pastures on the 150-acre 
property that not so long ago 
was a tired and abandoned par¬ 


cel of land conceivably awaiting 
a different fate as an upscale 
housing development. 

James W. (Jim) Casey and 
his late wife, Eleanor, were 
successfully breeding horses 
and racing them at Charles 
Town long before that track 
opened its slots emporium in 
September 1997. But as rev¬ 
enue from slots has boosted 
Charles Town’s purses to pre¬ 
viously unimaginable levels— 
from an average of approxi¬ 
mately $40,000 to $180,000 a 
day—the Caseys’ operation has 
risen in quality on a more or 
less corresponding scale. The 
Caseys bought the land in the 
late 1990s and began construc¬ 
tion of the barns in 2000. 


‘‘Slots are the big thing,” 
said Casey, while cautioning 
that this is still a tough business 
to be in. 

The Caseys’ homegrown 
runners have swept over 
Charles Town hke an ever- 
advancing army since 1986, 
when Jim Casey—then 56— 
took an early retirement from 
his job as a coach and athletic 
director at James Wood High 
School in nearby Winchester, 
Va., where he had worked for 
32y2 years, in order to breed 
and train horses fuU time. 

Jim and Eleanor (an ardent 
horsewoman whose death last 
year hit hard within the Charles 
Town community) had spotted 
a potential gold mine in the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 


Development Fund, estab¬ 
lished in 1984. “There was all 
this money to be given away 
and not that much breeding 
going on in West Virginia,” as 
Casey put it. 

The horse business was 
also a magnet for their two 
sons: James M. (also known as 
Jim) Casey and John A. Casey, 
both of whom have worked in 
close association with the fam¬ 
ily while maintaining separate 
careers. Jim Casey, the younger, 
now 49, is an equine veterinar¬ 
ian as well as a trainer based 
at Laurel Park. John Casey, 
45, trains a string of horses at 
Charles Town, where he has 
his own practice as a farrier. 
Daughter Ann Casey, 47, did 
not follow this bent, and has 
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The Caseys’young stallion Lutfikus, a son of Meadowlake, ranked as the 
Mid-Atlantic region’s leading freshman sire in 2005. Four-board fences, painted 
black, enclose ail of the paddocks at Taylor Mountain Farm. The main barn, 

80 by 400 feet, contains 30 stalls, each 15 by 15 feet. The Interior was 
custom-built after the prefabricated metal exterior was placed at the site. 


made a career as a schoolteach¬ 
er, but Casey horses occasion¬ 
ally race in her name. 

Together, the Casey clan has 
compiled numbers that are the 
envy of many Charles Town 
horsemen. Horses bred by 
members of the Casey family 
have accounted for 10 of the 
19 runnings of Charles Town’s 
richest race—the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic, now with a 
purse of $500,000. 

And the yearly amounts 
generated from the Thorough¬ 
bred Development Fund are 
even more impressive: In 2005 
—an off-season by Casey stan¬ 
dards—-James W Casey received 
$424,113, while payments to 
John and Jim Casey and the 
estate of Eleanor Casey com¬ 
bined for an additional $73,205. 
(Figures were provided by the 
West Virginia Racing Commis¬ 
sion.) 

Racing has been good to the 
Caseys, and the family, likewise, 
has contributed to the industry 
in ways large and small. ‘‘Mr. 
Casey is always willing to help 
out and do things,” said Cynthia 
O’Bannon, president of the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, who 
pointed out that the WVTBAs 
annual horse show will take 
place at Taylor Mountain Farm 
this fall. “And they are very 
good to their animals; they care 
a lot about their horses.” 

MOUNTAIN VIEWS 

Whether by foresight or 
luck—and certainly they’ve 
had a good bit of both—the 
Caseys have managed to capi- 
tali 2 e on the ups and downs of 
the industry. 

In the mid-1990s, with 
Charles Town Races in the 
doldrums and its future exis¬ 
tence not at all assured, breed¬ 
ing of Thoroughbreds in West 
Virginia slowed to a crawl. 
Only 174 registered foals 
were born in the state in 1996. 
Undeterred, the Caseys kept 
breeding West Virginia-breds 
by their home stallions, with 
only minor changes in their 
program. That put them in a 
uniquely favorable position 
when slots arrived to boost 


Charles Town’s breeders’ incen¬ 
tive programs, as well as its 
purses: the Caseys accounted 
for a large proportion of the 
West Virginia-breds ehgible to 
compete for the windfall. 

Since then, the focus has 
been on upgrades: the new 
farm, better broodmares, pos¬ 
sible expansion into the com¬ 
mercial sales market. 

Taylor Mountain Farm— 
named for the site where Casey 
Sr. completed his final U.S. 
Army training exercise while 
stationed at Fort Dix in New 
Jersey in the early 1950s— 
houses 40 mares, including 30 
owned by James W. Casey and 
10 owned by other family mem¬ 
bers. 

It is not a fashionable group 
by many standards, but in the 
past several years the Caseys 
have traveled to auctions in 
Maryland, Kentucky and Flori¬ 
da, adding more bloodlines and 
younger mares to the mix, while 
culling some of their stock. 

Casey considers his best 
mare to be Plunge Ahead, a 
daughter of home stallion My 
Boy Adam who has produced 
stakes winner Take the Plunge 
(by Weshaam) and s takes- 
placed Alphabet Plunge (by 
Alphabet Soup). 

Plunge Ahead, a half-sister 
to stakes winner Seattle Carla 
($404,622), was purchased pri¬ 
vately as a weanling and trained 
by James M. Casey to win 10 of 
26 starts, earning $59,893. 

Mares residing at Taylor 
Mountain typically are bred to 
home stallions—although the 
Caseys do, sometimes, patron- 
i 2 e stallions in Maryland and 
Kenmcky. Still, far more mares 
come to the farm for matings 
than leave for that purpose. 

The farm is beginning to 
build a commercial reputation 
beyond the borders of West 
Virginia, thanks to its young 
stalhon Luftikus, a son of 
Meadowlake who ranked as the 
Mid-Atlantic region’s top sire 
by first-crop earnings in 2005. 

Luftikus was purchased by 
Casey from horse racing mogul 
Frank Stronach, who had cam¬ 
paigned the now 10-year-old 
horse successfully in graded 
stakes company—including a 
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track record-equaling victory in 
the Lone Star Park Handicap- 
G3—for earnings of $479,630. 

Casey, who commissioned 
an agent to help him scout 
stallion prospects, will teU you 
that luck always plays a role in 
transactions such as these. ‘We 
thought we had to have a son 
of Storm Cat,” he said. “And 
we tried to buy one, but the 
deal fell through. The horse we’d 
tried to buy died in the middle 
of his first season at stud.” 

Stronach retained eight 
breeding rights in Luftikus but 
so far hasn’t sent any mares 
to him, Casey related. Luftikus 
(out of the Conquistador Cielo 
mare Andora) covered 78 
mares in 2006 while standing 
for an advertised fee of $2,500 
live foal. 

Altogether, Taylor Moun¬ 
tain’s four stallions were bred 
this season to a total of 168 
mares, primarily drawing cli¬ 
entele from West Virginia, but 
also from surrounding states. 

Three other staUions—two 
of them stalwarts of the West 
Virginia breeding scene, and 
one waiting to make his mark— 
fill up Taylor Mountain’s four- 
stall stallion barn. 

Windsor Castle, a graded 
stakes-winning son of Lord 
Carson out of Frigidette, by 
It’s Freezing, will have his 
first foals come to the races 
in 2007. Second in popularity 
to Luftikus, he was bred to 56 
mares this season. 

Weshaam, a 23-year-old son 
of Fappiano, obviously is near¬ 
ing the end of his career but 
hasn’t been written off for next 
season. “He’s still breeding well,” 
said the younger Jim Casey. 

Named West Virginia’s stal- 
Hon of the year in 2005—the 
ninth time he had earned the 
title—^Weshaam (a well-bred 
son of the What a Pleasure 
mare Priceless Asset) has sired 
at least 17 stakes winners from 
his 15 crops of racing age for 
the Caseys. His best progeny 
include Breeders Classic win¬ 
ners Ardent Arab ($407,473), 
Coin Collector ($328,114) and 
Speed Whiz ($326,206). 

Coin Collector, from 
Weshaam’s first crop, is so far 
the most accomphshed runner 


to make his career for members 
of the Casey family. John Casey 
bred Coin Collector and owned 
him in parmership; brother Jim 
served as trainer. 

Last but not necessar¬ 
ily least, the Caseys stand 
My Boy Adam, a 19-year-old 
son of the Nijinsky II horse 
Encino out of My Girl Eve 
(by Pontoise). Counted among 
My Boy Adam’s 17 stakes win¬ 
ners are Breeders Classic hero 
Rebellious Dreamer ($406,578) 
and the hard-hitting Arty’svir- 
giniagirl ($301,016). 

Before establishing Taylor 
Mountain, the Caseys stood 
stallions at Breezy Hill Farm— 
John Casey’s 27-acre establish¬ 
ment located adjacent to the 
newer property. Mares were 
kept at Breezy Hill and at two 
additional properties the Caseys 
leased nearby. 

Breezy Hill was home to their 
earher stallions. Royal Consort 
(Raise a Native—Sequence, by 
Count Fleet) and Dancing Czar 
(Nijinsky II—Mrs. Warren, 
by Hail to Reason), both of 
whom can still be found in the 
pedigrees of many local per¬ 
formers. Dancing Czar, though 
plagued by fertility problems, 
was represented by numerous 
good runners, including Grade 
1 winner Sharp Dance and 
Taylor Mountain, who carried 
Eleanor Casey’s colors to vic¬ 
tory in the 1989 and 1990 run¬ 
nings of the Breeders Classic. 

Homegrown runners occu¬ 
py most of the 28 stalls allotted 
to James W Casey on Charles 
Town’s backstretch, although 
he does have four horses for 
outside chents. John Casey’s 
racing stable numbers eight 
horses, aU of whom he owns. 

Breeding for the commer¬ 
cial market has never been part 
of the Caseys’ program, but 
that may soon change, accord¬ 
ing to Jim Sr.: “People ask me 
to sell some. It’s something 
that we just haven’t gotten into. 
Eleanor didn’t like selling our 
horses. She didn’t mind giving 
them away, but it was hard for 
her to sell them.” 

If a Casey-bred runner starts 
in another owner’s name, it’s 
reasonable to assume that a 
claim was involved. Certainly

that was the case with Speed 
Whi 2 , a son of Weshaam who 
captured last year's Breeders 
Classic for owner/trainer Wil¬ 
liam Campbell after Casey 
tempted fate by running him 
for a $15,000 tag four months 
earlier. 

Still, Speed Whiz's travels 
indicate the scope and resihency 
of the Caseys' Thoroughbred 
investments. The Classic vic¬ 
tory netted a total of nearly 
$100,000 in breeder bonuses 
from two programs—giving 
James W. Casey his biggest pay¬ 
day ever as a breeder. 

The Caseys are currendy 
without a star on the race track. 
But if the past is any indication, 
the stable won't stay that way 
for long. 

GEHING THERE 

Horses have filtered through 
the Casey family's hves for 
generations and in a num¬ 
ber of different ways. James 
W Casey's father. Dr. Joseph 
Casey, served as an examining 
veterinarian at New York tracks 
and, according to family lore, 
he was the only veterinarian 
in seven northwestern counties 
of Virginia in the 1920s. 

Eleanor Casey's father man¬ 
aged the show barn at Liz 
Whitney Tippett's Llangollen 
Farm near Upperville, Va. 
Although her father died when 
she was quite young, her family 
continued to live on that farm 
until she was a teenager. 

‘‘I wasn't into horses until I 
met Eleanor," said Casey, who 
attended the same high school 
as she did, in Boyce, Va., and 
married her in 1955. ^‘She had 
such a good way with them." 

In his youth, Casey dreamed 
of a career as a major league 
baseball player. “I wasn't good 
enough," he said, in the man¬ 
ner of a man who has not quite 
gotten over the disappoint¬ 
ment. He graduated from the 
College of William and Mary, 
in Williamsburg, Va., in 1951, 
and subsequently was drafted 
into the Army. Grateful to have 
been stationed in Germany, 
rather than Korea, during the 
height of the Korean War, Casey 
returned after two years to his 


native area of Winchester, Va., 
and applied for a job at James 
Wood High School months 
after classes had begun. He 
was surprised when the school 
hired him, and even more sur¬ 
prised when the job, coaching 
baseball and football, turned 
out to be his calling. 

‘‘I loved every minute of it," 
said Casey. ‘‘I'd coach for noth¬ 
ing if I could afford it." 

Meanwhile, Eleanor Casey 
was building a successful career 
of her own. In 1962, she went 
to work for the brokerage firm 
of Scott & Stringfellow in Win¬ 
chester. A few years later she 
became a stockbroker for the 
firm, and eventually she rose 
to become its corporate vice- 
president. 

“Eleanor did better as a 
stockbroker than I ever did with 
anything I've been in," said 
Casey. 

The couple bought their 
first race horse in 1963—upon 
the urging of one of Casey's 
fellow coaches who lived in 
Charles Town—and celebrated 
their first big win when Proud 
John (a homebred son of Right 
Proud) captured the 1969 run¬ 
ning of the Tri-State Futurity 
at Charles Town. That race was 
worth $39,850 to the winner, 
which, as Casey noted, was a 
small fortune to them at the 
time. “We bought some land 
[near their home in Winchester] 
and a few more horses." 

Eleanor Casey was stand¬ 
ing next to the rail at Charles 
Town on July 28, 2005, watch¬ 
ing one of her favorite fillies 
train, when a horse struck the 
rail and caused her to faU back¬ 
ward. Already strugghng with 
serious health problems, she 
died within hours while await¬ 
ing transport from the local 
hospital in Charles Town to a 
specialty center. She was 73. 

Sadly, the matriarch of the 
Casey family had only two years 
in the handsome brick house 
that she and her husband built 
on the hiU that faces the main 
barn and overlooks the front 
pastures at Taylor Mountain 
Farm. But the farm retains her 
vision. “None of this would be 
here if it weren't for her," said 
son Jim. ^

Bluegrass Cat strikes 
in Monmouth’s 
Grade 1 Haskell 

Kentuc!^ Derby/Belmont Stakes runner-up scores 
by the largest margin in the race’s 39-year history

T odd Fletcher, racing’s dom¬ 
inant trainer over the past 
three seasons, unleashed a 
monster at Monmouth Park on 
August 6. 

The New Jersey resort track 
became the stage for a breakout 
performance by WinStar Farm’s 
homebred Bluegrass Cat, a hot- 
blooded son of Storm Cat with 
tons of promise. Bluegrass 
Cat finally took charge in the 
39th running of the $1 million 
Haskell Invitational-Gl. 

Bluegrass Cat nearly became 
the number one name on every¬ 
one’s list, falling just shy with 
admirable second-place finish¬ 
es in the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Belmont Stakes-Gl. But 
he created quite a bu 22 with 
his effort in the mile and an 
eighth Haskell, cruising home 
by a stakes-record seven-length 
margin for his first Grade 1 
score. 

^‘His performance today is 
as good as any 3-year-old’s this 
year,” said Fletcher after the 
race. ‘Ho win a Grade 1 as sig¬ 
nificant as the Haskell puts him 
in the elite category as a race 
horse and prospective sire.” 

It had become routine this 
past summer for Fletcher to 
ship runners throughout the 
Mid-Atlantic region and take 
the tracks’ biggest pri 2 es. 
Monmouth Park offers two 


Grade 1 events, and Fletcher 
made off with both in 2006, 
as he also sent out turf-loving 
English Channel to win the 
United Nations on July 8. 

Fletcher came into this year’s 
Haskell with a mission to fulfill. 
The closest he had come to vic¬ 
tory in three previous Haskell 
tries were fourth-place finishes 
with Ian’s Thunder in 1998 and 
More Than Ready in 2000. But 
the 42,318 who turned out at 
Monmouth on a picture-per¬ 
fect summer day were confi¬ 
dent that the two-time Eclipse 
Award-winning trainer would 
reach the winner’s circle this 
year, and sent off Bluegrass 
Cat as the even-money favorite 
in the field of nine. 

Only two horses received 
enthusiastic support in this 
year’s Haskell, with the John 
Ward-trained, John Oxley- 
owned Strong Contender, win¬ 
ner of the Grade 2 Dwyer 
Stakes by nearly eight lengths 
in his previous start, given the 
second most consideration, 
going off at 2.10-1. 

The third choice at 9.10-1 
was local hope Praying for 
Cash. Owned by Bobby Hurley, 
Ricky Gallo and Pat Scire, 
Praying for Cash earned his 
invitation by capturing the 
Long Branch Breeders’ Cup 


Stakes-G3 three weeks earlier. 
Trained by 2006 leading Mon¬ 
mouth conditioner and New 
Jersey native Kelly Breen, Pray¬ 
ing for Cash is from the first 
crop of another Hurley cam¬ 
paigner, the talented Songand- 
aprayer. The colt sported the 
most enviable record of all 
starters in this year’s Haskell, 
having won three of his four 
previous Monmouth starts, 
with one second-place finish. 

The only other runner with 
lower than double-digit odds 
was Ohio Derby-G2 winner 
Deputy Glitters (9.80-1), who 
had finished nearly 40 lengths 
behind Bluegrass Cat in the 
Belmont Stakes. 

Praying for Cash and Joe 
Bravo went right to the lead, 
with Bluegrass Cat—breaking 
from the far outside post— 
stalking a few lengths back in 
third after being fanned a bit 
wide on the first turn. John 
Vela 2 que 2 , on Bluegrass Cat, 
was able to play a cat-and- 
mouse game—^it was just a 
matter of when he wanted to 
make his move. 

Praying for Cash exceed¬ 
ed his expected stamina lim¬ 
its, leading the field into the 
stretch after solid fractions of 
:23.62, :47.52 and 1:11.85, but 
the strength of Bluegrass Cat 
was never in doubt. He ranged 


up to the outside of Praying 
for Cash—even after being 
drifted wide again on the far 
turn—and then ran away in the 
stretch. 

Praying for Cash held on 
gamely for the second-place 
payoff of $200,000, keeping 
Strong Contender at bay by one 
and a quarter lengths. The lon¬ 
gest shot on the board—Jayeff 
B Stables’s 52.80-1 Victory 
Lake—rallied nearly as strongly 
as Strong Contender to finish 
fourth. Final time for the dis¬ 
tance was 1:48.85, the fastest 
clocking since War Emblem’s 
1:48.21 in 2002. 

The $600,000 winner’s share 
of the purse propelled Blue¬ 
grass Cat’s lifetime earnings to 
$1,561,280 from 10 starts. In 
nine starts since breaking his 
maiden in September 2005, the 
colt had been first or second 
eight times. 

Bluegrass Cat came back 
20 days later to contest the 
Travers Stakes-Gl at Saratoga 
while facing the current 3-year- 
old division leader, Bernardini. 
In a vahant effort he finished 
second, seven and a half 
lengths behind the victorious 
Bernardini, but exited the race 
with a fractured right hind pas¬ 
tern. 

While considered non-life- 
threatening, the injury sent the 
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Bluegrass Cat fulfilled his promise for breeder/owner WinStar Farm and Eclipse Award-winning trainer Todd Fletcher. He was ridden by John Velazquez.

MILLION MORE 

Monmouth’s expansive 14- 
race card, with total purse 
money exceeding $2 million, 
offered a variety of opportuni¬ 
ties, but until the 11th race— 
the Grade 3 Matchmaker 
Stakes at a mile and an eighth 
on the turf—Fletcher was shut 
out. The tide soon turned, as 
Fletcher sent out James T 
Scatuorchio’s 4-year-old fiUy 
Ready’s Gal, ridden by Vela 2 - 
que2, to win the $150,000 
stakes, for which the owners of 


the first three finishers earn 
seasons to three selected stal¬ 
lions standing at race sponsor 
Taylor Made Farm in Kentucky 
The matchmaking this year will 
be with either Northern Afleet, 
Southern Image or Wildcat 
Heir. Also benefiting was Silly 
Goose Racing Stable, owner of 
Frop Me Up, the second-place 
finisher; and Mrs. Arturo 
Feralta-Ramos, owner of the 
pacesetting Humoristic, who 
held on for third after crawhng 
through fractions of :25.48, 
:50.28 and 1:14.37. 

The six fillies and mares 
trying to catch Ready’s Gal, 
who surged to the lead after a 
mile in 1:37.53, just couldn’t 
match the winner, who 2 ipped 
the final eighth in :11.24 and 
stopped the clock in 1:48.77. 

Scatuorchio, a resident of 
nearby Rum son, N.J., has had 
tremendous success teaming 


up with Fletcher, as the two 
have sent out, among others, 
Enghsh Channel, 2006 graded 
stakes-winning 2-year-old Scat 
Daddy and More Than Ready, 
the sire of Ready’s Gal. 

Fletcher purchased Ready’s 
Gal as a yearhng at the Keene- 
land September sale on behalf 
of Scatuorchio for $120,000. 
With the Matchmaker victory, 
her third graded score from 
15 outings. Ready’s Gal has 
now earned $448,755. She is 
also a perfect two-for-two at 
Monmouth, after getting her 
first stakes victory in the Little 
Silver Stakes in June 2005. 

The Matchmaker had a 
frightening moment when 
the gates opened and 6-5 race 
favorite Masseuse, with Edgar 
Frado riding, was immediate¬ 
ly pulled up and vanned off 
shortly thereafter. 


Fortunately, trainer Jimmy 
Toner reported the fiUy was 
found to have a sore left hind 
stifle, and would be expected to 
make it back to the races fairly 
quickly. He noted the problem 
most hkely could be attributed 
to the fiUy not being sufficient¬ 
ly warmed up, due to a short 
post parade. 

The third graded stakes 
on the card was the $150,000 
Oceanport Stakes-G3, at a 
mile and a sixteenth on the 
grass. A field of 10 mrned out, 
and for the second year in a 
row, trainer Bobby Frankel won 
it with a foreign champion. 

Three Valleys, a 5-year-old 
son of Diesis (GB) from the 
omnipotent Juddmonte Farms 
operation, battled through the 
stretch to get up for a neck vic¬ 
tory over Hotstufanthensome. 
It was the first start in 10 
months for Three Valleys, who. 
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Todd Fletcher’s stable warmed up with a victory by James Scatuorchlo’s Ready’s Gal In the Matchmaker Stakes-G3. 


guided by Ramon Domingue 2 , 
completed the distance in 
1:40.06, a new course record 
for Monmouth's ^^rail course." 

Three VaUeys, who launched 
his career in England, where 
he was named champion 2- 
year-old colt after winning or 
placing in three group stakes, 
established a course record for 
one mile at Del Mar when win¬ 
ning the Del Mar Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G2 in 1:32.21 in 
September 2005. 

The chestnut horse follows 
the success of Frankel-trained 
Ay Caramba (Brz), a champion 
at 2 in his native Brazil who 
also captured the Oceanport at 
the age of 5. 

The Sleeter family's Who's 
the Cowboy, a New Jersey-bred 
son of the Sleeters' late sire 
Intensity, was the most impres¬ 
sive of the winners of four 
$100,000 stakes on the HaskeU 
undercard. In the field of seven

who turned out for the six- 
furlong Teddy Drone Stakes, 
Who’s the Cowboy was sent 
off as third choice, following 
fellow New Jersey-bred Joey P. 
and Belmont shipper Anew 

The tightly bunched field 
zipped through fractions of 
:22.34 and :44.60, led by Kazoo 
and Joey P As they turned for 
home, Who’s the Cowboy, with 
Eddie King aboard, launched 
a rally seven-wide and got past 
Kazoo to win by a length and 
a quarter in a final time of 
1:08.82. It was the fourth stakes 
win for the 4-year-old Who’s 
the Cowboy, who has earned 
$424,273 from 20 hfetime 
starts. 

Winless since taking the 
Lady’s Secret Stakes on 
HaskeU Day 2005, Enel’s for 
Real remrned to the winner’s 
circle following the 2006 edi¬ 
tion of the race. Gilbert G. 
Campbell’s 6-year-old home¬ 
bred mare trained by Edward 
T. Allard scored by a resound¬ 
ing five and a half lengths in 
the mile and a sixteenth stakes; 
she completed the distance in 
1:43.55, more than a second 
faster than her previous run. 

After facing the hkes of 
division leader Fleet Indian in 
recent starts, Friel’s for Real, 
getting the services of lead¬ 
ing Monmouth rider Joe Bravo, 
conquered graded stakes win¬ 
ners Capeside Lady, Siknaril and 
Bohemian Lady in the Lady’s 
Secret (they finished in that 
order behind her) to record her 
fifth career stakes victory. 

Runnin Cardinal Stable and 
C.E. Glasscock’s My Lucky Free 
scored her second consecutive 
daylight victory at Monmouth 
by drawing off to win the six- 
furlong Regret Stakes by five 
and a quarter lengths, beating 
Notimetoquit, Summer Sting 
and five others. The effort fol¬ 
lowed an allowance win at the 
same distance by a similar mar¬ 
gin a month earher. Sent out by 
Cam Gambolati, the 3-year-old 
My Lucky Free, with Chuck 
Lopez up, completed each of 
her recent races in a time shght- 
ly more than 1:09 while facing 
older rivals. 

The hghtly raced Mazel 
Trick filly, making only her 


eighth career start, has won 
half of her races, for earnings 
of $158,883. 

The 62nd running of the 
Jersey Derby provided the 
biggest payoff of the day when 
10.40-1 Presious Passion bat¬ 
tled favorite Rock Lobster in 
deep stretch to win by the bob 
of a nose, with Extra Bend 
nosed out for third. 

Trained by Mary Hartman 
for owner Patricia Generazio, 
Presious Passion was making 
his stakes debut in the Jersey 
Derby, and hadn’t won since 
April at Gulfstream Park in 
allowance company. Factoring 
in the presence of the Michael 
Dickinson-trained stakes win¬ 
ner Rock Lobster, ridden by the 
flaming hot Joe Bravo, the task 
for Presious Passion seemed 
enormous. But the chestnut 
Royal Anthem gelding proved 
tenacious in the mile and a 
sixteenth turf race for 3-year- 
olds, as Eddie Castro drove 
him home. 


The nose bob prevented 
Bravo from recording his 
sixth consecutive win on Mon¬ 
mouth’s biggest day. New 
Jersey’s all-time leading rider, 
Bravo kicked off the card with a 
victory on Meadow Blue in the 
Lincroft Handicap for New 
Jersey-breds (see writeup in 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred 


Breeders’ Association newslet¬ 
ter on page 82), and he looked 
nearly invincible after he ticked 
off the next four races. 

Three times in his career 
Bravo has won six races on a 
Monmouth card, but he came 
up one shy on Haskell day 
after being blanked in his seven 
other tries. ^

Tapeta and 
Polytrack lead 
the way among 
kinder, gentler 
artificial racing 
surfaces 


I n an industry resistant to 
change, the all-weather syn¬ 
thetic surface may be the 
first innovation to have a wide¬ 
spread impact on horse racing 
since Clay Pruett developed the 
electric starting gate in 1939. 

Considered a risky experi¬ 
ment even two years ago when 
Keeneland installed the Poly¬ 
track surface on its five-fur- 
long training track, synthetic 
surfaces now appear to have 
the bugs ironed out. In fact, 
the Cahfornia Horse Racing 
Board is so impressed with 
studies appearing to confirm 
the increased safety afforded 
by synthetic surfaces that it has 
mandated their installation at all 
race tracks in the Golden State 
offering at least four weeks of 
continuous racing annually— 
Del Mar, Santa Anita Park, 
Hollywood Park, Bay Meadows 
and Golden Gate Fields. Those 
tracks have until December 31, 
2007, to comply or lose their 
hcense to conduct racing. 

^We're doing our due dili¬ 
gence now to come up with a 
strategy,” said Santa Anita gen¬ 
eral manager George Haines 
about Magna Entertainment 
Corp.'s efforts to evaluate sev¬ 
eral different synthetic surfaces 
for Santa Anita and Golden 


Gate. ^‘Pm sure Mr. [Frank] 
Stronach [Magna chairman] 
is going to have a lot to say 
about which one we're going 
to do, and he's evaluating the 
surfaces.” 

According to Haines, Magna 
was considering a polymer sur¬ 
face long before the CHRB 
issued its mandate. ^‘It's some¬ 
thing that I think every race 
track in the country is looking 
at,” he said. ^Any time you can 
reduce injuries or be kinder to 
the horses is critical.” 

Several polymer surfaces 
are under consideration by 
Cahfornia race track execu¬ 
tives, but the two most famil¬ 
iar names are Polytrack and 
Tapeta, the latter developed by 
trainer Michael Dickinson at 
his Tapeta Farm training center 
in North East, Md. 

Polytrack, createdin England 
by Martin Collins, is a combi¬ 
nation of polypropylene fibers, 
recycled rubber and sihca sand 
covered with a wax coating. 
Located underneath a seven- 
inch deep surface composed of 
this material is a 10-inch base 
of porous macadam and stone 
that contains a vertical drainage 
system. Unlike traditional tracks 
that drain water hori 2 ontally— 
which can result in washouts 


and an uneven surface—the 
vertical system allows water to 
flow down through the surface 
and then out through a drain¬ 
age matrix. 

Turfway Park was the first 
North American race track to 
switch to a Polytrack surface, 
and Keeneland was expected 
to debut the synthetic surface 
on its main track on October 
8, the first day of its fall meet. 
Prior to its introduction in the 
U.S., Polytrack had been in use 
at England's Wolverhampton, 
Lingfield Park and Epsom race 
courses. 

Turfway openedits Polytrack 
surface for racing on September 
7, 2005, and through the close 
of its 2006 winter/spring meet, 
just three horses sustained cata¬ 
strophic breakdowns resulting 
in euthanasia. During the same 
period in 2004 and 2005, 24 
horses broke down while run¬ 
ning on the track's dirt surface. 

TAPETA AT 
FAIR HILL 

Tapeta (pronounced Ta- 
PETE-a) is composed of 53 
percent sand, 5 percent rubber, 
fiber and a half-do 2 en propri¬ 
etary ingredients, all covered 
with hot wax in a patented 
formula fiercely guarded by 
Dickinson, who brought a $4- 
miUion lawsuit against fellow 
trainer Tom Voss in 2002, alleg¬ 
ing that Voss analy 2 ed a sam¬ 
ple of the Tapeta surface and 
then duphcated it for his own 
training track in Monkton, Md. 
The two parties settled the suit 
prior to court proceedings that 
would have forced Dickinson 
to disclose his secret recipe. 

Tapeta's most remarkable 
success story is dual Breeders' 
Cup Mile-Gl winner Da Hoss, 
who was trained by Dickinson. 
After winning the Mile in 1996, 
Da Hoss was laid off for more 
than a year, and then returned 
to training at Tapeta Farm—on 
a Tapeta surface—^in prepara¬ 
tion for what would turn out 
to be his 11.60-1 win in the 
1998 Mile. The gelding ran— 
and won—just one race, an 


allowance at Colonial Downs 
in October 1998, between his 
Breeders' Cup scores. 

Dickinson, a native of York¬ 
shire, England, who was edu¬ 
cated about racing surfaces by 
legendary Irish trainer Vincent 
O'Brien, claims to have experi¬ 
mented with 52 different for¬ 
mulations for the surface of his 
training track before arriving at 
the final product, which he 
markets through the company 
Tapeta Footings. It is now 
scheduled to replace wood chips 
on the seven-furlong track at 
Fair HiU Training Center in Elk- 
ton, Md., located near Dickin¬ 
son's farm. (Fair HiU maintains 
both the seven-furlong wood- 
chip course and a conventional 
one-mUe dirt track.) 

George Pratt, Ph.D, pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of engineering 
at Massachusetts Instimte of 
Technology, who devoted his 
career to the study of surfaces 
at more than 30 tracks in North 
America, England and France, 
analy 2 ed the surface at Tapeta 
to see how it affected horses. 
Pratt caUed the Tapeta surface 
‘‘the best stuff I ever laid my 
hands on.” 

Pratt used a special device 
called an accelerometer to 
assess the compaction rate of 
the Tapeta surface by dropping 
a weight repeatedly in the same 
spot. 

“If it compacts very quickly, 
that means you are going to 
have a very uneven race track, 
because in those places where 
horses have run over that spot 
previously.. . a new horse [run¬ 
ning] over that spot [is] going 
to experience a very different 
stiffness than the first horse that 
ran over it,” Pratt explained. 
“And you don't want some¬ 
thing that's going to change 
dramatically from one compac¬ 
tion to the next. This Tapeta 
synthetic track that [Dickinson] 
has was very uniform,” Pratt 
added. “Essentially, it didn't 
compact hardly at aU. It was 
exceUent.” 

Of equal importance to 
Pratt was the abUity of Tapeta 
to repel and shed moisture

through its vertical drainage 
system. ^^The problem is that 
race tracks never are of uni¬ 
form moismre content, because 
there is shade here, there’s no 
shade there; there’s wind here, 
there’s no wind there,” he said. 
‘‘So you’re not running along a 
uniform surface or track that 
has a uniform moisture con¬ 
tent. This material [Tapeta] was 
very insensitive to moisture 
content. As a matter of fact, it 
sheds moisture.” 

In his 1997 report on Tapeta, 
Pratt noted, “Water does not 
make any difference at all.” 
That contention was put to the 
ultimate test on September 16, 
1999, when Hurricane Floyd 
dumped 12 inches of rain in 
less than 12 hours on the sur¬ 
face. Dickinson’s horses did not 
miss a day of training, while the 
rest of the northeast corner of 
Maryland was treading water. 

Dickinson compared his 
surface with that of traditional 
dirt tracks, noting, “Hard and 
cuppy are the two most com¬ 
mon complaints trainers have 
about dirt tracks. [Tapeta’s sur¬ 
face] is definitely not as hard, 
and it’s not as cuppy. It’s much 


more forgiving, and it’s much 
more stable.” 

A MARYLAND 
PRODUCT 

Historically, Fair Hill’s wood- 
chip training track has fro 2 en 
solid during blustery Maryland 
winters, and the wood chips 
had to be completely replaced 
every four years—at consid¬ 
erable expense—in an effort 
to rejuvenate the surface. So, 
after the most recent track ren¬ 
ovation, Fair Hill’s board of 
directors began to investigate 
synthetic surfaces as an alter¬ 
native. 

Fair Hill manager Sally 
GosweU said that the board’s 
decision to install Tapeta 
instead of another synthetic 
surface was largely based on its 
home-field advantage. 

“We like the fact that it has 
been installed very close to us 
and has experienced the same 
weather conditions that we’re 
experiencing,” GosweU said. 
“So we felt the chances of it 
working here were excellent.” 

Fair Hill involved its train¬ 
ers and barn owners in the 


decision-making process by 
allowing them to observe and 
handle unidentified samples of 
the various track surfaces under 
consideration; these were set 
out under the Maryland sun 
and rain to see how they would 
hold up. 

GosweU and the board also 
benefited from other input 
from the Fair HiU family. Mike 
McCarthy, a trainer, barn owner 
and member of Fair HUl’s 
board, evaluated Polytrack at 
Keeneland and Turfway and 
Tapeta at Dickinson’s training 
center by bree 2 ing horses over 
the surfaces. Before taking out 
his trainer’s Ucense in 2003, 
McCarthy had a long and suc¬ 
cessful career as a jockey. 

“From the standpoint of 
being on the back of a horse, 
I felt the tracks were both very 
kind to the horses,” McCarthy 
said. “You really can’t feel the 
difference from Tapeta or 
Polytrack. You just can feel 
that it’s nor jarring the horse. 
The horses are not hitting the 
ground reaUy hard, so you can 
feel it come up through their 
Umbs and into your body. You 
don’t feel the pounding; you 


don’t feel the shock. You feel 
a more comfortable horse 
through it. He’s not having to 
tighten himself up because it’s 
going to hurt him when he hits 
the ground.” 

Michael Moran, another 
trainer and barn owner at Fair 
HUl, offered firsthand experi¬ 
ence with Tapeta, which he 
recently installed on his home 
training track in Pennsylvania. 

And Kathy Anderson, 
DVM, Fair Hill’s on-site vet¬ 
erinarian, said that studies that 
indicate a reduction of injuries 
on synthetic surfaces, in addi¬ 
tion to reduced maintenance 
costs, made an aU-weather sur¬ 
face a better alternative. 

“The good news is that we 
feel quite comfortable that we 
have a unanimous decision to 
go with Tapeta,” Anderson 
said, “and that works for us 
on several fronts. Number one, 
it was a unanimous decision 
based on the examination of 
the bhnd samples. We are con¬ 
fident that the fact that Tapeta 
and Dickinson are in our back¬ 
yard, so to speak, gives us an 
accountability that we might 
not get from afar. It also will 
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be manufactured locally, which 
gives [Tapeta] a competitive 
price advantage. Shipping is an 
issue, and also the supervision 
of the track. We were looking 
at having Polytrack fly people 
in at every stage of the installa¬ 
tion and on our bill. Plus, even 


if they fly in at every stage, 
they may not be there the one 
critical day. So those are aU the 
practical considerations.’’ 

According to Goswell, Fair 
Piill expected to begin installing 
the new surface in September 
and to open its Tapeta surface 


training track in November. 
Once the all-weather track is 
operational. Fair Hill will shut 
down its one-mile dirt track 
for four months each win¬ 
ter, creating a huge savings in 
maintenance costs. During the 
winter, the dirt track needed 


to be constantly harrowed. 
Tapeta requires harrowing only 
at the close of training hours 
each day to prepare for the 
next day’s operation. Fair Hill’s 
Tapeta track will be open for 
training year-round. ^ 


BACK TO THE DRAWING BOARD 


B efore Polytrack, other 
types of synthetic sur¬ 
faces were installed at 
race tracks in the U.S., with 
httle success. 

^ Tropical Park, just south 
of Miami, was the first U.S. 
track to test a synthetic sur¬ 
face. For its 1966 to 1967 sea¬ 
son, Tropical installed a rub- 
beri 2 ed surface composed of 
Tartan Turf, used in football 


fields and baseball diamonds, 
inside its dirt track. Half the 
Tropical jockeys and 75 per¬ 
cent of the trainers refused 
to race on the surface, which 
they considered dangerous for 
horses. 

^ Tropical faded into 
history in 1972, but Calder 
Race Course, built soon after 
just north of Miami, did not 
benefit from Tropical’s mis¬ 


take. Management laid down 
a cement base covered by 
Tartan Turf on its track and 
was met with the same oppo¬ 
sition from horsemen. Calder 
tried to correct the problem 
by dumping a layer of sand 
atop the whole thing, but 
finally ripped up the surface 
and replaced it with dirt. 

^ In 1988, Remington 
Park, near Oklahoma City, put 


down a polymer-coated sand 
surface called Equitrack that 
had been installed at Sha Tin 
Race Course outside Hong 
Kong and at a training center 
in Newmarket, England. 

After four seasons of rac¬ 
ing, the surface, which melted 
into a wad in the sweltering 
Oklahoma heat, was removed 
and replaced with a traditional 
dirt surface. ^

Trainer Hamilton Smith 
picked up his fourth Colonial 
title with 20 wins. Smith, 


leading trainer in 2003, 2002 
and 1998, narrowly upended 
Ferris AHen (19 wins) and Phil 
Schoenthal (18). Merryman 
finished fourth with 16 wins. 


Smithwick rounded out the top 
five, winning 12 races from a 
mere 31 starts. 

Jockey Luis Garcia cap¬ 
tured his first title at Colonial 
Downs by winning 42 races 
from 205 starts, earning 
$641,515. Last year's champ, 
Horacio Karamanos, finished 
second with 40 wins. Ryan 
Fogelsonger, the 2003 and 
2004 leader, ended up third 
with 37 wins. Jonathan Joyce, 
just off losing his apprentice 
allowance, enjoyed a produc¬ 
tive campaign with 31 wins, 
and Kyle Kaenel rounded out 
the top five with 28 wins. Anna 
Napravnik, who rode mainly at 
Delaware Park during the sum¬ 
mer, and Kerry Bryan tied for 
the leading apprentice title with 
11 wins apiece. 

AHen and Audrey Murray, 
proprietors of Murmur Farm 
in Darhngton, Md., walked 
around the paddock for the 
Whitney Handicap at Saratoga 
on August 5, smiling as if they 
already had won a stakes that 
day. And they had. 

‘‘It would have been a long 
drive, and we just couldn't 
decide what to do," Murray 
said while spending sales week 
in Saratoga. “We aU wish we 
would have made the trip now. 
We watched the race in the 
racing secretary's office, and 
everyone was cheering us on." 

Murray was referring to 
Celtic Innis, a 4-year-old 
gelding by their home stal- 
hon Yarrow Brae who had 
just won Colonial's $60,000 
Chesapeake Stakes. Under 
Karamanos, Celtic Innis broke 
_ sharply before easing back to 
third behind Crafty Schemer 
I and Confucius Say. Karamanos 
g drove Celtic Innis around that 
I duo, and the horse did the rest, 
^ pulling away to score by two 
and a quarter lengths over a 
dogged Crafty Schemer. Final 
time for six furlongs on the 
main track was 1:08.85, just off 
the record of 1:08.48. 

“The race set up great for 
my horse," Karamanos said. 
“I was able to sit back and rate 


COLONIAL 
DOWNS STAYS 
ON COURSE 
AT ANNUAL 
SUMMER MEET

H andle rose, attendance 
dropped, van compa¬ 
nies earned bonuses and 
turf horses thrived at Colonial 
Downs's annual two-month 
meet that concluded on August 
12. The track's two $1 miUion 
events—the Grade 2 Virginia 
Derby (July 15) and Colonial 
Turf Cup (June 24)—^both 
were won by New York ship¬ 
pers. (Coverage of these races 
appeared in last month's Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred) 

Total handle for the meet 
reached $51,585,925, a 15 per¬ 
cent increase over the 2005 
mark. An average daily total 
handle of $1,258,193 repre¬ 
sented a 13 percent increase 
over last season. On-track han¬ 
dle declined 9 percent from the 
previous year. 

Total attendance (73,975) 
fell 9 percent; average atten¬ 
dance (1,804) dropped 11 per¬ 
cent. 

Colonial averaged 8.7 
starters per race for the third 
straight year. The Secretariat 
turf course, with 9.1 starters 
per race, hosted 76 percent of 
the races this season. 

David Ross, riding the 
high percentages of his train¬ 
ers, Ann Merryman and D. 
Michael Smithwick Jr., earned 
his second straight leading 
owner crown. Ross won 23 
races, eight more than in 2005, 
including the Chenery Stakes 
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off of a quick pace, and when 
I asked my horse to run, he 
exploded” 

The Chesapeake marked 
the Tim Keefe-trained runner’s 
third career stakes win and his 
first 2006 victory Celtic Innis 
was being pointed toward the 
Maryland Million Sprint at 
Laurel Park on October 14. 

Ross enjoyed a double on 
July 30. His veteran runner Dr. 
Dubai, the only horse to go 
3-for-3 at the meet, took an 
$8,500 claimer, while youngster 
Native Ruler swept to his sec¬ 
ond career victory by winning 
the $60,000 Chenery Stakes 
later on the card. 

Native Ruler won his 
career debut at Colonial on 
July 8; apparently, that victory 
impressed bettors, who sent 
him off as the 8-5 favorite 
against eight 2-year-olds in the 
Chenery, a mrf sprint at five 
and a half furlongs. 

Under Dane Kobiskie, 
Native Ruler bounced straight 
to the lead and deflected ral¬ 
lies by Dillon Said and Timely 
Encounter to win by a neck 
over the latter in 1:03.30. Dillon 
Said finished a nose behind the 
runner-up in third. 

Ann Merryman trains the 
Elusive Quality colt, who has 
now earned $49,680. 

One day earher, Kobiskie 
took the $60,000 Tippett Stakes 
with Dreaming of Anna, who, 
like Native Ruler, improved her 
record to 2-for-2. The 2-year- 
old fiUy 2 ipped five and a half 
furlongs in 1:01.63 to establish 
a new course record. 

Banged down to 3-5 against 
eight other fillies. Dreaming 
of Anna flew to the lead and 
fought off anybody and every¬ 
body for a seven and a quarter- 
length victory over Flying Kiwi, 
who, in turn, led Quick Kiss by 
nearly seven lengths. 

Dreaming of Anna shipped 
in from Arlington Park for train¬ 
er Wayne Catalano and breed¬ 
er/ owner Frank Calabrese. 

Maiden Martins Point, 
under Kaenel, rallied to win the 


Punch Line Stakes on July 23. 
Trainer Dee Poulos shipped the 
Virginia-bred son of Sea Salute 
to Colonial from Arhngton 
earher in the meet. On July 7 
at Colonial, he finished third 
in a maiden special weight 
sprint, which proved the per¬ 
fect springboard for the Punch 
Line, restricted to Virginia-bred 
or Virginia-sired runners. 

Martins Point, bred by 
Donna Hayes and owned by the 
Ernie T. Poulos Racing Stable, J. 
Counts and H. Schafer, entered 
with an O-for-14 mark, but had 
finished third in each of his 
two grass starts. He stalked a 
three-horse duel before saihng 
down the center of the track to 
win by a length and a quarter 
over Swayin, covering the five 
furlongs in :57.72 on a turf 
course labeled good. 


On July 9, trainer and co¬ 
owner Terry Socks shipped 6- 
year-old veteran North Broad 
from Charles Town for the 
$60,000 W. Meredith Bailes 
Memorial Stakes, also restricted 
to Virginia-bred or Virginia- 
sired runners. Under Lenworth 
Kirlew, the son of Northern 
Afleet bided his time in fourth 
before picking off runner-up 
Woodbridge in the final stages 
to win the six-furlong stakes in 
1:10.61. 

With his seventh career vic¬ 
tory in 29 starts. North Broad 
increased his earnings to more 
than $200,000, accumulated 
while racing mostly at Charles 
Town. It was just his second 
start this year. Socks shares 
ownership in North Broad with 
Lester Everetts. The horse’s 
breeder is Sandra WiUwerth. 


Trainer Michael Dickinson 
enjoyed a meaningful victory 
on July 8 when Gallagher’s 
Stud’s Bestowed rallied from 
last to win the $60,000 Da 
Hoss in stakes record time. 

Dickinson turned racing on 
its head when he primed Da 
Hoss to win the 1998 Breeders’ 
Cup Mile-Gl off only a single 
allowance prep (at Colonial). 
The gelding also took the 1996 
Breeders’ Cup Mile. 

Bestowed has a long way to 
go to reach the realm of Da 
Hoss, but the 4-year-old geld¬ 
ed son of Repeal handled the 
one-mile turf stakes like a star. 
The Da Hoss was Bestowed’s 
fourth win in seven career starts 
and first stakes victory. Joe 
Rocco Jr. guided Bestowed to 
a comfortable position off the 
pace of Confucius Say before 
launching a bid that culminated 
in a length and a quarter vic¬ 
tory over Touched by Madness. 
Bestowed finished in 1:35.27, 
s besting Running Tide’s 1:35.85 
I mark, recorded in the 2005 Da 
i Hoss.

^ Arch Kingsley ventured to 
I Colonial from his Camden, S.C., 
base with a small string of both 
flat and steeplechase horses. 
Led by Afternoon Laughter’s 
three victories, Kingsley nearly 
cracked the top five on the 
trainers’ table with nine wins. 
The former champion steeple¬ 
chase jockey tied with Carlos 
Garcia and Ben Feliciano for 
sixth in the standings. 

Owned by Mrs. Maxwell 
Wood, Afternoon Laughter 
broke his maiden in a romp on 
the main track, upset a condi¬ 
tioned claimer on the grass, and 
then capped off his summer 
with a hard-fought win against 
allowance foes on the main 
track. Kingsley also took an 
allowance race with High Hope 
Stables’ imported Logaritimo 
(Arg), who swept to a mild 
upset in a first-level allowance 
on July 1. 

Fittingly, the final race of 
the meet attracted 14 maiden 
claimers going a mile and a 
sixteenth on the turf It was 
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an appropriate curtain-closer 
to a meet that survives on 
fuU fields, close finishes and 
turf racing. Favorite Thunder 
Point finished ninth, beaten

I t’s said that the best-laid plans 
of mice and men often go 
awry. Don’t tell that to the 
connections of Park Avenue 
Ball. 

Jim Ryerson, who trains the 
2005 New Jersey-bred horse of 
the year for owner/breeders 
Charles and Marianne Hesse 
(Char-Mari Stable), entered 
this season with a plan to run 
Park Avenue BaU every four or 
five weeks. The Grade 3 Philip 
Isehn Breeders’ Cup Handicap, 
on August 19, loomed as the 
summer’s main goal. Everything 
went exactly as scheduled, cul¬ 
minating with the 4-year-old 
colt’s victory in the 71st run¬ 
ning of the Isehn, Monmouth 
Park’s premier handicap race. 

With regular rider Chris 
DeCarlo in the saddle, 7-5 
favorite Park Avenue Ball 
stalked the pacesetting Sinister 
G, passed that rival midway 
around the final mrn and then 
dug in late to win the $250,000 
Isehn by three-quarters of a 
length over Survivahst, who 
edged out Master Command by 
a head. 


Park Avenue BaU earned his 
first win in four tries at the mile 
and an eighth distance, stop¬ 
ping the clock in 1:49.73 over 
a fast track. 

‘‘He runs the turns reaUy 
weU, and when you ask him, 
he accelerates,” DeCarlo said 
afterward. “He was able to get 
away from them mrning for 
home and that made all the dif¬ 
ference. He’s never run a bad 


one for me and [this] was no 
exception.” 

Earher in the meet, with his 
races spaced about a month 
apart. Park Avenue BaU won 
the Frisk Me Now Stakes, 
placed second to Flower AUey 
in the Grade 3 Salvator MUe 
and won the Skip Away Stakes. 
The Isehn was his third graded 
stakes win; at 2 he captured the 
Futurity Stakes-G2 at Belmont 


Park, and last season he won 
Monmouth’s Long Branch 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3, as 
weU as finishing third in the 
HaskeU Invitational-Gl. 

Park Avenue BaU, by 
Maryland sire Citidancer, is 
nearing the miUion-doUar mark 
in earnings, with $931,600. 

Trainer Todd Pletcher, 
who won the Grade 1 United 
Nations and HaskeU earher in 
the meet, continued his domi¬ 
nance of the stakes schedule 
when, on August 13, he sent out 
Johns Martin, Tom O’Grady 
and BiU Rucker’s undefeated 
Mo Cuishle to a smashing win 
in the Monmouth Breeders’ 
Cup Oaks-G3. 

In only her third start and 
first stakes appearance, the 
3-year-old daughter of Saint 
BaUado won by seven and a 
quarter lengths over Gasia. She 
covered the mUe and a six¬ 
teenth in 1:43.16 over a fast 
track. 

Jose Santos has ridden Mo 
Cuishle in each of her races— 
the first two occurred at Dela¬ 
ware Park—and the New 
York-based jockey made a bold 
prediction after the Oaks: “She 
has a bright future ahead of 
her. In my opinion, she’s going 
to be a champion later on.” 

Pletcher also capmred three 
of the first four juvenUe stakes 
of the meet. On July 29 and 30, 
respectively, J and J S tables’s 
Bella Shambrock won the 
Tyro Stakes for colts and 
geldings, and Melnyk Racing 
Stables Inc.’s Bovell Road 
won the Colleen Stakes for 
fUUes. On August 20, the More 
Than Ready fUly Audacious 
Chloe, purchased by owners 
Team Valor LLC and Never 
Tell Farm for $300,000 at 
last year’s Saratoga Selected

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Melnyk Racing Stables’s Bovell Road outfinished heavily favored She’s 
Rough in It to win the Colleen Stakes for trainer Todd Pletcher. 


Audacious Chloe, a $300,000 Saratoga yearling, rewarded Team Valor 
and partner with a four-length score in the Junior Champion Stakes.

Bella Shambrock, a son of 
Grand Slam sold for $200,000 
at the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s February 2-year-old 
sale, was the most impressive of 
the three Pletcher juveniles. He 
won the Tyro by eight lengths 
as the 1-2 favorite, earning his 
second stakes win and third 
victory overall. He covered five 
and a half furlongs in 1:04.44. 

Chris DeCarlo, Fletcher’s 
first-call rider at Monmouth, 
was aboard aU three winners. 

Terrific Challenge, a 4- 
year-old son of Royal Academy 
owned and trained by Stan 
Hough, won the $60,000 
Sneakbox Stakes on August 
12, following up his score in 
Monmouth’s John McSorley 
Stakes on July 16. In each 
instance, he unleashed a pow¬ 
erful rally from off the pace 
under leading rider Joe Bravo. 

In the Sneakbox, Terrific 
Challenge covered five and a 
half furlongs on the grass in a 
rapid 1:02.49; he stopped the 
timer in :54.67 for five furlongs 
in the McSorley, also contest¬ 
ed on the turf, equaling the 
Monmouth course record set 
by General Express. 

‘This horse is truly ama 2 - 
ing,” Bravo said after win¬ 
ning the Sneakbox. “He really 
backed up his last race with an 
am axing performance.” 

Terrific Challenge has never 
been out of the money sprint¬ 
ing on grass or dirt and is argu¬ 
ably the best turf sprinter on 
the East Coast right now. 

Spend a Buck, winner of 
the 1985 Kentucky Derby, 
ended his illustrious career on 
August 17 of that year when 
he defeated older horses in the 
Monmouth Handicap. Three 
weeks earlier. Spend a Buck 
was defeated by Skip Trial in 
the Haskell. Spend a Buck’s 
trainer. Cam Gambolati, back 
at Monmouth with a talented 
barn, fondly remembers those 
races. 









Gambolati, previously based 
in south Florida, relocated to 
Monmouth with 12 horses this 
season, most of them owned 
at least in part by his friend 
Rick Pitino, head coach of 
the University of Louisville’s 
college basketball team. The 
trainer already has showcased 
two talented young horses: 3- 
year-old My Lucky Free and 
2-year-old Buffalo Man. 

My Lucky Free won the 
Regret Stakes on Haskell day, 
August 6, against older fillies 
and mares, while Buffalo Man, 
purchased for $190,000 at the 
2006 Adena Springs Two-Year- 
Olds in Training sale, is unde¬ 
feated in his short career. 

“Those two horses have 
really stepped up,” Gambolati 
said. “My Lucky Free loves this 
track and has run two powerful 
races. She’s exciting to watch. 
Buffalo Man can only get bet¬ 
ter. I think he’s going to the 
next level.” 

Gambolati had a small stable 
at Monmouth in 1996 and 2000. 
Pitino and he have recendy 
become more active in buying 
young horses; Gambolati has 
been training for Pitino since 
1998. 

Emerald Earrings emerged 
at the top of the distaff divi¬ 
sion early in the meet, win¬ 
ning the West Long Branch and 
Monmouth Beach Stakes, but 
after finishing sixth—and last— 
in the Lady’s Secret Stakes on 
August 6, she has been retired. 
According to her trainer, Bruce 
Alexander, Emerald Earrings 
suffered from a respiratory 
problem in the Lady’s Secret. 
“I was hoping to race her twice 
more this fall,” Alexander said, 
“but she displaced [her palate] 
in that last race, and I figured it 
was time to stop on her.” 

Alexander, who trained the 
5-year-old mare throughout 
her career for owner Daniel A. 
5 Herrmann, said that Emerald 
g' Earrings will be sold in 
I Keeneland’s November breed- 
S ing stock sale. 

She boasts a 10-5-2 record 
in 23 career starts, including 
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four stakes victories, and also 
finished third in Monmouth’s 
Grade 2 MoUy Pitcher Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap last year. 

HaU of Fame trainer Bobby 
Frankel has major divisions 
at Del Mar, Saratoga and Bel¬ 
mont, but he recently sent a 
small string to Monmouth 
in the care of assistant Chad 
Brown. The barn achieved 
instant success, recording four 
wins in the first three weeks of 
August, including a score in the 
Oceanport Handicap-G3 with 
Three Valleys on August 6. 

Brown said he has eight 
horses in the barn; they were 
based at Churchill Downs 
before arriving here. Several 
talented Frankel-trained fiUies 
have already impressed in their 
Monmouth debuts. Marimba 
Rhythm won an off-the-turf 
allowance on August 11. Witch 
Woman was nominated to the 
Monmouth Oaks, but Frankel 
opted instead for an August 13 
allowance, which she won by 
nearly five lengths. And Tiz a 
Fantasy won her grass debut 
on August 18. 


The Sneakbox Stakes affirmed the status of Stanley Hough’s sprint star 
Terrific Challenge, who held off Lucky Pulpit for a length and a half score.

FLETCHER 
CONTINUES 
TO DOMINATE 
STAKES RANKS 
AT DELAWARE 
PARK

T O no one’s great surprise, 
trainer Todd Fletcher 
sent out the winner of 
the six-furlong, $54,000 White 
Clay Creek Stakes at Delaware 
Park on August 19. Honored 
with an Echpse Award the past 
two years as the nation’s top 
Thoroughbred conditioner, 
Pletcher has copped a clutch 
of Delaware’s added-money 
races this season, including the 
track’s signamre event, the $1 
million Delaware Handicap-G2 
won by Fleet Indian. 

In the White Clay Creek, for 
2-year-old fillies, Irvin Wiemer 
and John McLane’s Glacken’s 
Mark won her third consecu¬ 
tive race—and first stakes. After 
pressing pacesetter Floresta to 
the middle of the stretch, she 


shook off that pesky rival and 
coasted to the wire two lengths 
in front under jockey Stewart 
Elliott. A daughter of EcUpse 
Award-winning sprinter Smoke 
Glacken, Glacken’s Mark ran 
the six furlongs in 1:12.11. AU 
three of her victories, includ¬ 
ing the White Clay Creek, have 
occurred over Delaware’s main 
track. 

Maria Pascual, a third- 
generation Argentinian trainer 
who has 25 horses stabled at 
Delaware, unleashed Double G 
Stable’s Tour of the Cat in 
an optional claimer on August 
21, and the 8-year-old Tour 
d’Or gelding ripped through 
six furlongs in 1:09.14 to 
defeat 3-2 favorite Morine’s 
Victory. Both Tour of the 


Cat, who copped the Richter 
Scale Breeders’ Cup Sprint 
Championship Handicap-G2 
in 2003 at Gulfstream Park, 
and the 5-year-old runner-up 
were available for $50,000, 
but lured no takers. The score 
marked Tour of the Cat’s first 
win since he took the Sumter 
Stakes, his 10th career stakes 
victory, at Calder in September 
2004. Then again, he missed 
the entire 2005 season, side¬ 
lined by an injury. 

Upon his return to the 
races this past April, Tour of 
the Cat had the misformne to 
chase home Pisgah when that 
speedster shattered Delaware’s 
track record for six furlongs, 
which had stood for 26 years. 
That afternoon. Tour of the 
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Cat held on gamely through 
the stretch, despite remarkably 
grueling fractions, to finish six 
lengths behind the winner in 
1:07.92. Including his August 
21 victory. Tour of the Cat has 
won 13 of 47 lifetime starts, 
with 11 seconds and six thirds, 
while banking $918,441. 

“He's doing very good 
now,” noted Pascual, herself in 
the midst of a productive meet. 
Through August 28, Pascual's 
record at Delaware this season 
consisted of seven wins, 13 
seconds and nine thirds. She 
owns six of her current run¬ 
ners in parmership, including 
Eternal Miss, a 3-year-old fiUy 
she sent out to score by 13Vi 
lengths for a $16,000 maiden 
claiming tag on August 15. 

“Five years ago, I came to 
the United States,” the 30-year- 
old Pascual explained. At that 
time, she settled on the Florida 
circuit, where she trained 
Argentine horses for Argentine 
owners. Now she sphts the 
year between Delaware (sum¬ 
mer and faU) and Gulfs tream/ 
Calder (winter and spring), 
with horses for both North and 
South American chents. 

Both Pascual's father and 
her paternal grandfather were 
prominent trainers in Argentina. 
Her father, Domingo Pascual, 
won the 1981 and 1986 run¬ 
nings of the Gran Premio 
Carlos Pelleghni-Internacional, 
a Group 1 stakes for 3-year- 
olds that Argentinians consider 
their Kentucky Derby. “He 
won aU the stakes there,” she 
added, “and now, well, he's not 
retired, but he has just 15 hors¬ 
es. He's not working too much 
anymore.” 

Only a tho of rivals—a total 
of 10 3-year-olds were entered 
originally—could be persuaded 
to face Master of Disaster in 
the $54,000 Oh Say Stakes on 
July 29. Going into the race, the 
colt, owned by PugHsi Stables 
and Steve Klesahs (and trained 
by Klesaris), had reeled off 
four victories in four starts at 
Delaware, including a four and 
a quarter-length blowout in an

allowance/optional claimer on 
July 15. Coming out of the 
Oh Say, his perfect mark at the 
track remained intact. Master 
of Disaster dueled with Vikrant 
through si 22 ling fractions of 
:22.05, :44.68 and :56.81, and 
then tooled home in front by 
a length and a quarter under 
jockey Mario Pino in 1:09.62. 
Vikrant hung on to finish sec¬ 
ond, two and a half lengths 
ahead of Crafty Tricker. 

Absent from the races from 
mid-November through mid- 
May, Master of Disaster has 
now won three of four 2006 
starts. “Since his comeback, it 
has been challenging getting 
him back to the top of his 
game,” Klesaris admitted after 
the Oh Say, “but we think he is 
just about there.” 

Through July 29, Master of 
Disaster (Dance Master—^More 


d'Am our, by Tour d'Or) had 
won five of nine races, earning 
$174,760. The highly regarded 
colt cost his owners $600,000 
at the February 2005 Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's 
Selected Two-Year-Olds in 
Training auction. 

Only in Philly earned spe¬ 
cial status with her allowance 
score on July 31—^becoming 
the final winner for her owner 
F. Eugene Dixon, who died 
on August 2 at age 82. Sent 
off as the 4-1 second choice 
among nine fillies and mares. 
Only in Philly immediately car¬ 
ried the colors of her owner's 
Erdenheim Farm to the front, 
opened up a lead of as much 
as a length and a half under 
Roberto Alvarado Jr. and then 
held off a late bid by Rowdy 
to post a three-quarter-length 
victory. 



Trained by Michael Mat 2 , 
the 4-year-old daughter of 
the late Maryland sire Polish 
Numbers has annexed both of 
her turf starts; the $27,600 she 
earned in this most recent tri¬ 
umph pushed her career bank¬ 
roll to $111,450. Purchased 
for $95,000 at the 2003 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky July Yearling 
sale. Only in Philly is a full 
sister to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner One Eyed Joker (champion 
Maryland-bred turf runner of 
2001). Their dam, Buffels (by 
Vaal Reef), was a top Maryland- 
bred performer of the early 
1990s. 

In theory, you would not 
expect to find a horse owned 
by legendary Hobeau Farm and 
trained by the even more leg¬ 
endary AUen Jerkens to pop up 
in a $5,000 claimer on a sleepy 
Monday at Delaware. Yet here 
was Image of Gold trudging 
to post under just such circum¬ 
stances on August 7. 

A 4-year-old gelding. Image 
of Gold had finished third, 
beaten three and a half lengths, 
in a similar contest at Delaware 
a week earher, and now, with a 
race over the surface, attracted 
sufficient attention from bet¬ 
tors to warrant 2.60-1 favorit¬ 
ism. He didn't disappoint, ral¬ 
lying from just off the pace 
under jockey Julian Pimentel 
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to score by three-quarters of a 
length, running a mile and 70 
yards in 1:43.86. 

Image of Gold’s race track 
career began promisingly 
enough—a handy four-length 
tally in a $16,000 maiden claim- 


er at Gulfstream Parkin March 
2005. Since then, well, he had 
not made anyone rich, gradu¬ 
ally shpping down the class 
ladder at New York tracks and 
finally finishing eighth, beat¬ 
en 25 lengths, on July 9 in 


a $10,000 claimer at Belmont 
Park. 

At Delaware, however, he 
revived, apparently, and can 
legitimately claim a several- 
degrees-of-separation hnk to 
Jerkens-trained runners such as 


Sky Beauty, Prove Out, Onion 
and Hobeau Farm’s Beau 
Purple, who thrice knocked off 
five-time Horse of the Year 
Kelso. ^ 


PHILADELPHIA 
PARK GEARS UP 
FOR SLOTS

R enovations to the first 
and second floors of the 
grandstand, as well as to 
the parking lots and picnic area, 
were in full swing in August. 
The work was being done to 
ready the circa-1974 grandstand 
and property for slot machines, 
which Hal Handel, Greenwood 
Racing’s chief executive officer, 
said might be operational by 
late December. 


Upon arrival at the track, 
patrons have been directed to 
a wooden ramp to the right of 
the main entrance, then have 
proceeded to a small area just 
indoors from the paddock, 
where they have availed them¬ 
selves of limited wagering and 
simulcasting operations. Most 
of the first floor, as well as all 
of the second floor, has been 
closed to the pubhc as demoli¬ 
tion has continued. Horsemen’s 
boxes have been covered and 
eventually will be moved to 
another spot in the grandstand. 
The previously unused third 
floor, accessible only by eleva¬ 
tor or escalators, has been ren¬ 
ovated to accommodate racing 
fans; the Director’s Room and 
a restaurant have been opened 
on the third floor. 

‘‘The demohtion phase 
is actively underway,” said 
Handel. “We’re also working 
on the parking lots and put¬ 


ting in additional parking lot 
lighting.” 

Nick SaUusto and Antonio 
Nicastri’s Nice Bridge (Arg), 
a 5-year-old mare bred in 
Argentina, made a successful 
leap into allowance company 
when she launched a dramatic 
rally from the back of the pack 
to defeat eight rivals on August 
13. The Randy Allen-trained 
daughter of Westbridge won 
a $10,000 claiming contest by 
nearly seven lengths on August 
5, but was nonetheless dis¬ 
missed at 16-1 in her start eight 
days later. 

Under jockey Javier Mafias, 
Nice Bridge earned $12,600 in 
winning by four lengths over 
Miss Geniality. She completed 
the six and a half furlongs in 
1:18.47. It was her third score 
from 14 career starts. 

The Mexican-born Mafias 
moved his tack to Philadelphia 


Park in July from the northern 
California circuit. 

Trainer Todd Beattie, 
who saddled his 1,000th win¬ 
ner on August 2, sent Arthur 
E. Vickers’s homebred filly 
Diamond Whim to Phila¬ 
delphia from his home base 
at Penn National on August 
15, and she turned in a very 
impressive performance in a 
$24,300 allowance to keep her 
record intact at three starts, 
three wins. 

The 4-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred daughter of Dia¬ 
mond stumbled at the start of 
the six-furlong race for fillies 
and mares, but quickly recov¬ 
ered and was sent up to set 
the pace under jockey Harry 
Vega. She recorded fractions 
of :22.06, :45.44 and :58.23, 
then just lasted by a head over 
M C R Racing LLC’s Royal 
Brandy. Final time: 1:11.49. 
Diamond Whim has now 
earned $46,370. 

Through racing of August 
20, Scott Lake and Jayne 
Vaders were locked in a fierce 
battle at the top of the train¬ 
ers’ standings. Lake, who has 
saddled starters in 292 races, 
has 76 wins (26 percent ratio), 
while Vaders has won 75 races 
from 272 starts (28 percent). 

The jockeys’ race was no 
contest, however, as 19-year- 
old Texas native Frankie Pen¬ 
nington had a commanding 
42-victory lead over Vega, 171 
to 129, also through August 
20 . *

A lthough Charles Town’s 
summer meeting con¬ 
dition book listed the 
four stakes races written for 
Owners’ Day on August 6 as 
each boasting a $50,000 purse, 
when the fields assembled for 
the HBPA Horsemen’s Stakes, 
the HBPA Dash, the HBPA 
West Virginia Stakes and the 
HBPA and WVRC Stakes on 
the afternoon in question, the 
pots had dwindled to $35,000 
each, slashed by track man¬ 
agement when anticipated rev¬ 
enues failed to materialize. 

Now in its seventh year. 
Owners’ Day, despite the sud¬ 
den, unforeseen budgetary bite, 
nonetheless feamred a fine 10- 
race card that, in addition to the 
quartet of $35,000 events for 
runners “with the most starts at 
Charles Town in their last four 
starts,” brimmed with a trio of 
allowance races worth between 
$27,000 and $30,000. Hardly 
chump change, regardless of 
the circumstances. 

The restricted nature of the 
HBPA-affikated races encour¬ 
ages local horsemen to stay at 
home—and outsiders to ship 
in—build what amounts to a 
bit of brand loyalty, and, with 
luck, perhaps establish name 
recognition for a few Charles 
Town-based stars. 

Certainly, owner/breeder 
Garvis Wilhamson’s 7-year- 
old Miss Hamma can’t be 
a stranger to anyone who 
has been paying attention to 
Charles Town racing for the 
past several years, having made 
23 of her 27 lifetime starts 
(prior to August 6) at the local 


oval. In fact, all eight of her 
career victories have occurred 
at Charles Town, half of them 
at seven furlongs, the distance 
of the HBPA West Virginia 
Stakes for fillies and mares 3- 
year-olds and up. (Versatile, 
Miss Hamma pulverized her 
rivals on Owners’ Day 2005 in 
the HBPA Horsemen’s Stakes 
at four and a half furlongs.) 

Trained by Tina Malgarini- 
Mawing and ridden by her hus¬ 
band, Anthony Mawing, Miss 
Hamma closed from mid-pack 
in the field of 10 to defeat 
Cameron Be Good by seven 
and a quarter lengths in this 
year’s HBPA West Virginia, 
with Remarqable Tale another 
half-length behind in third. 
Final time was 1:26.35. 

Like Miss Hamma, Donald 
Buckley and S.R. Ferguson’s 
Flying Past Fast, a 3-year- 
old colt trained by Jerry 


Roadcap, seems to adore the 
Charles Town strip. Going into 
the HBPA Dash for 3-year- 
olds and up, his trio of scores, 
accomplished in a half-dozen 
lifetime starts, all took place 
at Charles Town—and, signifi¬ 
cantly, all at the Dash’s four and 
a half-furlong distance. 

He remains perfect at the 
track and perfect at the dis¬ 
tance. Revved to the front by 
jockey Larry Reynolds to duel 
with 2-5 favorite Wry Humor, 
Flying Past Fast put away that 
gelding and then whizzed home 
in :5L63, two lengths ahead of 
Ruffles and Ridges, who fin¬ 
ished a length and a quarter in 
front of Blown Audit. 

Robert L. Cole Jr.’s Rain 
Song brought such a formi¬ 
dable record into the HBPA 
Horsemen’s Stakes—7-for- 
13 hfetime, 3-for-3 at Charles 
Town, 3-for-3 at four and a half 


furlongs—that she frightened 
away many potential adversaries 
in the dash for fillies and mares, 
3 and up. Particularly conspicu¬ 
ous: her nearly two-length vic¬ 
tory against open company in 
Calder’s kooky two-furlong 
Rocket Man Stakes in her prior 
start. The 5-year-old mare, hke 
so many runners from trainer 
Scott Lake’s barn, can fly. 

With jockeyJ.D Ac os ta along 
for the excursion. Rain Song 
scorched the distance in :5L28, 
opening a six-length advantage 
by the time she reached the 
stretch, and then cruising home 
four lengths ahead of Bracing 
Beauty, who, in turn, finished 
five and a quarter lengths in 
front of Better N Pearls. 

Likely considered first 
among equals on Owners’ 
Day, the HBPA and WVRC 
Stakes, carded at mile and an 
eighth for 3-year-olds and up.

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BRIGHT ONE SPARKLES WITH 
DAYLIGHT SCORE IN THE 
WEST VIRGINIA DERBY-G3 


F or this year’s $750,000 
West Virginia Derby-G3, 
a lightly raced 3-year-old 
colt named Bright One was 
probably the best horse offi¬ 
cials at Mountaineer Park could 
have hoped for. One reality, as 
usual, had to do with the stakes 
calendar. The West Virginia 
Derby competes for stakes- 
class sophomores with two 
rich and prestigious events, the 
$500,000 Jim Dandy Stakes-G2 
at Saratoga and the $1 mil¬ 
lion Haskell Invitational-Gl at 
Monmouth Park. This year’s 
Jim Dandy, contested eight 
days before the Mountaineer 
race, drew Preakness winner 
Bernardini, who put on a da 2 - 
zling show to easily defeat 
the promising newcomer 
Minister’s Bid by nine lengths. 
Bluegrass Cat, runner-up in 
both the Kentucky Derby 
and Belmont Stakes, put on 
a startling exhibit of his own 
in the Haskell, run on August 
6, the same afternoon as the 
West Virginia Derby, winning 
Monmouth’s marquee event by 
seven lengths. 

The West Virginia Derby, 
given its date in the season and 
its comparative lack of sta¬ 
tus, might never draw notables 
such as Bernardini or Bluegrass 
Cat. Nonetheless, this year. 
Mountaineer might have made 
a very fine catch. 

‘^Bright One’s really a good 
horse,” trainer Dale Romans 
said in the days leading up to 
the West Virginia Derby. ‘‘He’s 
probably the most talented 
horse I’ve had. He’s up there 
with Kitten’s Joy and Roses in 
May. He has a lot to accom- 
phsh to get up to their level. 


but I think he’s capable of 
doing it.” 

Quite a declaration. Kitten’s 
Joy was the champion turf 
horse in America in 2004, and 
Roses in May won the world’s 
richest race, the $5 million 
Dubai World Cup, in 2005. 

Prior to his race at 
Mountaineer, Bright One— 
owned by Carolyn Sue Bruder 
and Deknar Daubs and bred 
in Kentucky by Mike Bruder— 
had started just three times. 
After dropping a narrow deci¬ 
sion in his career debut on 
May 27 at Churchill Downs, 
the son of Dance Brightly won 
two straight races, including 
Churchill’s Forestry Handicap 
by seven and a quarter lengths. 
Indeed, after Bright One dart¬ 
ed home five and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths ahead of his near¬ 
est rival in the West Virginia 
Derby, Romans seemed clair¬ 
voyant. The ease of the victory 
had Romans thinking Travers 
Stakes-Gl and a possible con¬ 
frontation with both Jim Dandy 
and Haskell winners. 

A Travers winner arriving 
via West Virginia? That cer¬ 
tainly would be a dream sce¬ 
nario for Mountaineer. For the 
moment, though, track officials 
were content to have offered 
a very rich launching pad for 
Bright One. The afternoon 
also featured eight other stakes 
races, with a variety of estab¬ 
lished and promising equine 
talent. 

First, the Derby itself. 
Outside of Bright One, the 
nine-furlong event drew its 
typical range of players. Flashy 
Bull, stakes-placed in three 
graded events, was entered 


for both the West Virginia 
Derby and the Haskell, with 
his connections opting for the 
Haskell (he finished seventh). 
Trainer Bob Baffert sent Lone 
Star Derby-G3 hero Wanna 
Runner, and Scott Blasi, sub¬ 
bing for suspended trainer 
Steve Asmussen, brought in 
Iowa Derby victor More Than 
Regal. 

The nation’s all-time second- 
leading trainer in number of 
victories, Maryland-based King 
Leatherbury, added Federico 
Tesio Stakes winner Ah Day 
to the West Virginia Derby 
mix. Leatherbury was making 
a rare foray to Mountaineer, 
which, ironically, happens to be 
the home turf of aU-time win 
leader Dale Baird. (Rarer stiU, 
Baird’s large, blue-collar stable 
did not have a single starter on 
the West Virginia Derby day 
card, a fact that spoke volumes 
about the quality of horses 
who shipped in.) 

Bright One assumed an early 
lead under jockey Mark Guidry. 
The rider kept his charge three 
paths wide around the club¬ 
house turn, allowing both the 
Todd Pletcher-trained Circle 
the World and Ah Day to save 
some ground as they tried to 
keep up. Mike Smith brought 
Wanna Runner four-wide leav¬ 
ing the clubhouse turn, and 
for a couple of furlongs they 
became Bright One’s nearest 
threat. The pace was steady— 
:23.60, :47.12 and 1:11.76—and 
the leader was running easily. 

Mirroring his flop as the 
heavy favorite in Woodbine’s 
Queen’s Plate six weeks ear¬ 
lier, Wanna Runner suddenly 
gave up the chase entering the 


far turn. Meanwhile, Ah Day, 
under Jonathan Joyce, slipped 
past Circle the World, and, 
nearing the head of the stretch, 
they were on the inside of the 
leader and just a neck behind. 

Guidry had ridden a num¬ 
ber of races earher on the card 
and knew that the inside was 
not the place to be. Joyce, who 
had only the one mount, was 
about to find out. 

Nearing the three-six¬ 
teenths pole. Ah Day’s rally 
bogged down. Bright One, 
on the other hand, stayed five 
paths out and, once clear of Ah 
Day, seemed to be going down 
a water shde. Even though 
Guidry rifled the horse’s flank 
with a half-do 2 en strokes. 
Bright One wasn’t extended 
at all in the final sixteenth, and 
while he swerved out a bit late, 
the race’s outcome was never 
in doubt. 

Cielo Gold, coming off an 
allowance score at Churchill 
Downs for trainer Hal 
Wiggins, put together a nice 
final half-mile run that car¬ 
ried him from dead last to 
second at the finish line. Cielo 
Gold’s rider, Brian Hernande 2 , 
also riding in his only race on 
the card, chose the inside path 
down the stretch, and the pair 
were also losing ground to the 
winner at the finish. After ral¬ 
lying down the middle of the 
track. More Than Regal fin¬ 
ished third, three and a quarter 
lengths behind the runner-up. 
Ah Day held on for fourth in 
what likely was a better effort 
than it will appear to be in his 
past performance line. 

Final time for the race was 
1:50.08, almost four seconds 
off the stakes and track mark 
set by Soto in 2003. “The track 
really isn’t playing for speed,” 
said Guidry, “so the victory 
was all the more impressive.” 

That Tesio 
influence 

In the race prior to the 
West Virginia Derby, a pair

of Federico Tesio Stakes win¬ 
ners, Cherokee's Boy (2003) 
and Malibu Moonshine (2005), 
squared off in the $125,000 
West Virginia Governor’s 
Cup at a mile and a sixteenth. 
While the latter labored to a 
fifth-place finish under the top 
impost of 121 pounds, ZWP 
Stable's homebred Cherokee's 
Boy did not disappoint. After 
being allowed to set a very soft 
early pace (:24.96, :49.33), the 
6-year-old Maryland-bred (his 
native state's horse of the year 
in 2005) was surrounded turn¬ 
ing for home and was actually 
passed both by Halos Saihng 
Sain and It's No Joke in the 
upper stretch. But jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger had saved more 
of Cherokee's Boy than his 
rival riders anticipated. 

In deep stretch, Cherokee's 
Boy ralhed between those 
rivals and then pulled away to a 
one-length victory over Halos 
Saihng Sain in a final time of 
1:44.72. 

The victory was the result 
of superb handling by both 
Cherokee's Boy's jockey and 
trainer: Dunkelberger's ride 
was certainly a well-measured 
one, while in terms of manage¬ 
ment, few horses have been 
spotted as deftly throughout 
their careers as has Cherokee's 
Boy by trainer Gary Capuano. 

The West Virginia Gover¬ 
nor's Cup marked the 18th 
victory from 45 career starts 
for the son of Citidancer; he 
has also placed in 18 other 
races, almost aU of them stakes. 
This past June, Cherokee's Boy 
became a milhonaire, a major 
feat in itself, but perhaps more 
impressive because—^with a 
notable exception being his 
victory in last year's Salvator 
Mile-G3—the horse has done 
it primarily by picking off 
non-graded stakes such as the 
Governor's Cup. 

A similarly prosperous path 
might be in the offing for the 4- 
year-old gelding Legal Control, 
another product of Maryland. 
Bred and owned by Robert E. 


Meyerhoff, the son of Thunder 
Gulch rose to the fore at 2, 
winning the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes. He cap¬ 
tured the Deputed Testamony 
Stakes at Pimhco last year. 
After a couple of middling 
tries on the main track to kick 
off Legal Control's 4-year-old 
season, trainer Richard (Dickie) 
Small switched his charge to 
the turf, and Legal Control 
responded with a sohd third- 
place finish in the Da Hoss 
Stakes at Colonial Downs. 

Finishing second, a half- 
length in front of Legal 
Control, that day at Colonial 
was the steady 4-year-old 
Touched by Madness. The 
pair squared off again in the 
$85,000 West Virginia House 
of Delegates Speaker’s Cup 
at a mile on the turf. This 
time, they finished even closer 
together. The result, though, 
was inverted; Legal Control 
got up in the final stride to win 


by a nose in the quick time of 
1:34.30. Ridden intelligently by 
Mountaineer's top jockey, Dana 
Whitney, Legal Control man¬ 
aged to save ground through¬ 
out and even overcame a slight 
traffic incident when Touched 
by Madness drifted toward the 
hedge and caused Whimey to 
check his mount nearing the 
half-mile pole. 

Other victors on the $1.55 
million card included the win¬ 
ning machines Outcashem in 
the $85,000 West Virginia 
Legislature Chairman’s 
Cup, and Hot Storm in 
the $85,000 West Virginia 
Secretary of State Stakes. 

Island Escapade took the 
$113,000 West Virginia 
Senate President’s Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes, a one-mile mrf 
race decimated by six program 
scratches. Speedway, at 7.80-1, 
scored one of the day's few 
upsets in the $85,000 Glen 
GaUivan Mountaineer Juve¬ 


nile Stakes, though it was the 
2-year-old filly Change Up 
who hinted the most at future 
stardom. Under Jesus Casta- 
non, she crushed a field of 
contemporaries in the card's 
opener, the $85,000 Moun¬ 
taineer Juvenile Fillies 
Stakes. Change Up 2 ipped the 
six furlongs in 1:10.03 to win 
by four and a half lengths over 
Appealing Zophie. The time 
bettered that of Yucatan, a 5- 
year-old son of Favorite Trick 
who took 1:10.35 to capture 
the six-furlong, $125,000 
Harvey Arneault Memorial 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap 
for 3-year-olds and up a few 
races later. 

/Andj Plattner 
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brought together a talented 
group of handicappers, among 
them steady-going local heroes 
Donald's Pride and Miner 
Moss; the former, in fact, cap- 
mred the 2005 renewal of the 
race. 

This year, ‘‘the Donald" fell 
a neck shy of posting con¬ 
secutive victories, beaten by 
Harry and Tom Meyerhoff's 
3-year-old Tactical Brush, 
who stalked the frontrunning 
Zavalla Dandy, drew off to a 
two-length lead as he hit the 
stretch and then was hfe-and- 
death to stave off Donald's 
Pride by a neck. A crowded 
photo finish image also includ¬ 
ed Miner Moss, a head behind 
the runner-up. Final time: 
1:53.98. Gerald Almodovar 
rode the winner—now 3-for-5 
at Charles Town, with a second 
and a third—for Hall of Fame 
trainer Bud Delp. 


On August 20, the public 
conspired to make Kathie 
Maybee's Just a Mack the 1-10 
choice in a maiden special 
weight for 3-year-olds at four 
and a half furlongs. That made 
sense—on paper at least— 
given that Just a Mack had 
raced competitively at Churchill 
Downs and Oaklawn Park. 
And he performed well in the 
August 20 opener, closing 
strongly through the stretch to 
. . . well, he didn't win. First 
under the wire: Larry Swartz's 
48.60-1 Kalik Your Heels, 
who, after engaging in a three- 
horse duel through much of 
the race, held on to score by a 
head, producing a $99.20 win 
mutuel. 

Trainer Patrick Poluch Jr. 
did not cash a winning ticket. “I 
didn't think he had a chance," 
exclaimed the 71-year-old 
Poluch with a laugh. Not sur¬ 


prising: In his prior three races, 
Kahk Your Heels had finished 
ninth (beaten 22 lengths), sev¬ 
enth (beaten eight lengths) and 
seventh (beaten 1114 lengths). 

Active as a horseman for 
approximately 60 years, Poluch 
claimed Kahk Your Heels for 
$5,000 this past May for Swartz. 
The pair soon discovered that 
they had taken on something 
of a reclamation project. “He 
had thrush and he had back 
trouble and he had hock trou¬ 
ble," explained the trainer, who 
hves in Hagerstown, Md., and 
maintains a three-horse stable 
at Charles Town. “But we 
worked on him for his back 
troubles and his hock troubles, 
and we thought we were just 
giving him a race [on August 
20] to run him at a longer dis¬ 
tance pater]." 

Apparently, Poluch failed to 
mention this strategy to Kahk

Owner 
Tami Heskett and her father, 
trainer Theodore Heskett, 
claimed the mare Jewel Alarm, 
now 7, for $3,000 last year at 
Charles Town. “When I first 
got her, she was not in very 
good shape," recalled Heskett. 

Like Poluch with his geld¬ 
ing, the Hesketts set to work 
restoring Jewel Alarm. “We've 
taken good care of her and 
done things right," the owner 
explained. Ultimately, that 
devotion has paid off, as Jewel 
Alarm firstwon for a $6,000 tag 
and, more recently, on July 29 
knocked off a group of allow¬ 
ance fillies and mares at seven 
furlongs, closing from far, far 
back to prevail in a three-way 
photo over Crafty Katarina 
(second) and Lucky Colleen 
(third).

It marked the Darn That 
Alarm mare's 10th career vic¬ 
tory in 63 starts, with 11 sec¬ 
onds and eight thirds. Over 
several years of perseverance. 
Jewel Alarm has ground out 
$110,403 in earnings. 

“She's just a race horse at 
heart," noted Heskett, who 
maintains a four-horse stable 
with her dad. “That's what she

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PROCREATE 
GIVES TRAINER 
TROMBETTA A 
GOVERNOR’S 
CUP DOUBLE AT 
PENN NATIONAL

F our years after he saddled 
Bop to a North American 
record performance in the 
Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
Handicap at Penn National, 
trainer Michael Trombetta 
was back in the winner’s circle 
on August 3 accepting a tro¬ 
phy for the same race, this 
time with Thomas McClay and 
Harry Nye’s Procreate. 

An 8-year-old son of Mt. 
Livermore who was making his 
second start since being moved 
to Trombetta’s barn. Procreate 
didn’t threaten Bop’s time of 
:54.61 for five furlongs on the 
turf—recorded on August 
3, 2002—^but he did post a 
respectable clocking of :55.46 
over a firm course. 

In truth. Procreate has 
nothing to prove when it 
comes to the tele timer. In July 
2005, the gray gelding 2 ipped 
six and a half furlongs on the 
dirt in 1:14.54 in the Claiming 
Crown Rapid Transit Stakes at 
Canterbury Downs, just miss¬ 
ing the North American mark 
of 1:14.20. And in April that 
same year, he won the five- 
furlong Yankee Affair Stakes at 
Gulfstream Park in :53.79 on 
turf, erasing Bop’s old North 
American record. 

But Procreate hadn’t found 
the winner’s circle in recent 
times, and he was sent off at 
odds of nearly 10-1 in the 34th 
renewal of the Governor’s Cup, 
the oldest stakes race contested 
at Penn National. 





Procreate, owned by Thomas McClay and Harry Nye, won the Pennsylvania

Ridden by Maryland-based 
Anna Napravnik, the Maryland- 
bred Procreate seHed the lead 
at the break and was never seri¬ 
ously threatened, driving under 
the wire a length and a half in 
front of Southern Missile, with 
Who’s Bluffing another neck 
behind in third. Favored Pisgah 
was fourth. 

‘‘He cleared the field before 
we hit the turn, and right then 
I felt good about our chances,” 
said Napravnik. “When we 
turned for home, he was stiU 
pretty comfortable, and I guess 
he just felt like running.” 

Prior to his being sent to 
Trombetta, Procreate was 
trained by the late John Zim¬ 
merman, for whom he won 
the Rapid Transit and Yankee 
Affair. Upon Zimmerman’s 
death in April of this year, the 
gelding was sent to Scott Lake, 
and then joined Trombetta’s 
string. 

In his first start for Trom¬ 
betta, Procreate was unplacedin 
the Mo Bay Stakes at Delaware 
Park, which his new trainer 
attributed to the condition of 
the track’s grass course that 
day. “It was yielding, and I had 
a feehng he wouldn’t like it that 
much,” commented Trombetta. 
“But for the Governor’s Cup, 
the course was much firmer— 
the typical Penn National hard¬ 


er turf I had a strong feeling 
that he was going to run much 
better.” 

Trombetta also trains McClay 
and Nye’s More Smoke, who 
captured the Grade 3 Lafayette 
Stakes at Keeneland in 2005 
while racing for Zimmerman. 

“This win [Governor’s Cup] 
is a tribute to John Zimmer¬ 
man,” said Nye. “It’s been a 
long road back to where we 
were before, but this win feels 
good. One year ago, this horse 
set a world record, and it looked 
like everything was on the way 
up.” 

From 54 lifetime starts. Pro¬ 
create has won 13 races and 
earned $327,385. 

One of the feel-good sto¬ 
ries of 1973 was the tale of 
Helen Hopkins’s Gusty O’Shay, 
who emerged from obscurity 
to win the Grade 1 Hopeful 
Stakes at Saratoga. After debut¬ 
ing at Penn National, the Rose 
Argent gelding took races 
at Shenandoah Downs and 
Delaware Park, then was sent 
by trainer Harrison Johnson to 
Saratoga, where, under jockey 
Robert Kotenko, he pulled 
off a 9-1 upset in the presti¬ 
gious test for juveniles. 

While Gusty O’Shay ended 
his career as a $7,500 claimer 
at Penn National, and Hopkins 
died in 2000, Kotenko is 


stiU going strong in the Blue 
Mountains of Pennsylvania. 
Now 62, the former rider trains 
11 horses at Penn. 

This past August 2, Kotenko 
saddled Sir Tom, owned by his 
wife, Kathleen, to take a $7,500 
claimer at a mile on turf Guided 
by Luis Belmonte, Sir Tom tri¬ 
umphed by three-quarters of a 
length over Cornerbrook. Sent 
off as 2-1 choice in the field of 
12, the 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred son of Ops Smile was 
timed in 1:35.40. 

Kotenko, whose twin broth- 
3 er, Gerald, also was a jockey, 
I stopped riding competitively in 
1984 to become a racing offi¬ 
cial, but then got out of racing 
altogether to sell insurance. 

“I wanted to spend more 
time with my children,” he 
explained. “But after about 
seven years, I decided to return 
to racing and got my trainer’s 
Ucense.” 

Married for 33 years, 
Kotenko and his wife decided 
to settle in the Grantville area 
near Penn National because 
it is centrally located among 
tracks in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, and they considered it 
a good place to raise children. 
Kathleen currently makes rac¬ 
ing silks from their home, sup¬ 
plying tack shops up and down 
the East Coast. 

“I stiU get on my own horses, 
although as I’m getting older 
it’s not as easy as it once was,” 
Kotenko said with a laugh. 

He indicated that, with 
the prospect of bigger purses 
from gaming revenues on the 
horHon in Pennsylvania, he is 
obtaining some younger stock 
for his stable, including a num¬ 
ber of state-breds. 

Trainer Todd Beattie 
earned his 1,000th career victory 
when he saddled Bruno Schic- 
kedan2’s Awfully Rusty to win 
the eighth race, a $10,000 
claimer at six furlongs, on 
August 2. Thomas CUfton rode 
the winner. Beattie has registered 
26 of his wins in stakes races. 
Through racing of August 20, 
he ranks third in the Penn

I f Pennsylvania's Thorough¬ 
bred owners and breeders 
were slightiy inconvenienced 
by the cramped quarters and 
loud din from drills and sledge¬ 
hammers, no one was com¬ 
plaining. 

That’s because those in 
attendance at Philadelphia Park 
for the sixth annual Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s Day at the Races on 
July 29 were well aware that the 
ongoing construction to the 
first and second floors of the 
track’s grandstand was being 
done to create a new home 
for the introduction of slot 
machines later this year. 

The revenue generated by 
slots at Philadelphia Park—as 
well as at Penn National and the 
new Presque Isle Downs near 
Erie—^wiU help to boost purses, 
and, in turn, boost breeder and 
owner bonuses for horsemen 
who foal and race their horses 
in the Keystone State. 

The usual gathering spot for 
Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races 
was moved from its past loca¬ 
tion on the first floor of the 
grandstand to the Pennsylvania 
Derby Room and horsemen’s 
box area on the second floor, 
right next to a construction 
area where workers in hard hats 
noisily removed walls and rows 
of seats that date back to the 
grandstand’s opening in 1974. 

Not a negative word was 
heard among attendees, even 
though the clanging and bang¬ 
ing nearly drowned out track 
announcer Keith Jones’s calls 
of the six stakes races for state- 
breds, each worth $50,000. The 
best—^breeders, owners and 
trainers seemed to agree—is 
yet to come. 

Jump-starting the afternoon 
that feted Pennsylvania-breds 


was the Flatterer Hurdle 
Handicap, contested at 
approximately two and a six¬ 
teenth miles over National 
fences for 4-year-olds and up. 

The winner was favored 
Mixed Up, a 7-year-old geld¬ 
ing owned by William L. Pape, 
who bred him in partnership 
with the trainer, HaU of Famer 
Jonathan Sheppard. 

Pape and Sheppard also co¬ 
owned and co-bred the brilliant 
Pennsylvania-bred steeplechas¬ 
er Flatterer, whom Sheppard 
trained to win an unmatched 
four consecutive titles as the 
nation’s steeplechase champion 
(1983 through ’86). 

Mixed Up was the first of 
two winners on the card for 
pensioned Maryland sire Car- 
nivalay. 

Under jockey Danielle 
Hodsdon, who rode him to 
victory in the MarceUus Frost 
Stakes-NS A3 at the Iroquois 
steeplechase meet in May, 
Mixed Up won easily in 3:54.32 
over a yielding course. Dark 
Equation finished two lengths 
back in second, three and 
three-quarters lengths ahead of 
pacesetter Stall Swapper. 

Next up was the Ambas¬ 
sador of Luck Handicap for 
fillies and mares at seven fur¬ 
longs, and it was Dr. and Mrs. 
Richard Reveley’s S W Aly’sva¬ 
lentine who showed her class in 
taking the event over eight 
rivals. A 4-year-old daughter of 
Malibu Moon, S W Aly’svalen¬ 
tine notched her second win in 
her second start of the season 
for the Reveleys’ Spring Water 
Farm. On July 6, she prevailed 
in the $40,000 Missy Good 
Stakes for state-breds at Penn 
National. 
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Trained by Amy Randolph 
and ridden by jockey Vladimir 
Diaz, S W Aly'svalentine cov¬ 
ered the distance in 1:22.62, 
improving her career record to 
seven wins from 15 starts; she 
has earned $166,080. 

Haihe’s Girl rallied to finish 
second, beaten a length and 
a half, with Defrere’s Venture 
third, another two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths behind. 

A 10-week vacation from 
the racing wars didn’t do much 
to duU the sharpness of Danny 
Limongelh’s Banjo Picker in 
the DeviPs Honor Handicap, 
a six-furlong sprint for 3-year- 
olds and up. Second in the 2005 
Devil’s Honor for trainer Steve 
Krebs, Banjo Picker established 
his class later in the year, win¬ 
ning the Grade 3 Gravesend 
Handicap at Aqueduct in 
December. Krebs gave the 
gelding a break after a third- 
place finish in the Lyman Sprint 
Championship at Philadelphia 
Park on May 13, choosing to 
bring him back in the Devil’s 
Honor off steady workouts. 

‘We were pointing specifi¬ 
cally for this race,” said Krebs. 
“He came into it fresh and ran 
the way we thought he would.” 

Under Krebs’s wife, jockey 
Tara Hemmings, Banjo Picker 
put away a solid group of sprint¬ 
ers, including the Tim Ritchey- 
trained 4-year-old Joey Carson, 
to take the Devil’s Honor in a 
fleet 1:09.03. Heavily favored 
Joey Carson finished a half- 
length back in second, a length 
and three-quarters ahead of 
Moonshine Man. 

Banjo Picker, a 6-year-old 
son of Swear by Dixie bred 
by Elizabeth R. Houghton, has 
won 10 of his 30 starts, while 
banking $302,849. 

Joey Carson, who cap¬ 
tured last year’s Gallant Bob 
Handicap, has two second- 
place finishes to go with his 
near-perfect record of six wins 
from eight starts. The Devil’s 
Honor pushed Joey Carson’s 
hfetime earnings over the 
$200,000 mark, to $208,000. 


Last year, Cleon S. Cassel’s R. 
Earl was voted Penn National’s 
horse of the year after win¬ 
ning four of nine starts, includ¬ 
ing the $41,000 Capital City 
Handicap. Now 6, the son of 
Pennsylvania sire Roanoke— 
who didn’t make it to the races 
until last year because of a 
bowed tendon—^began 2006 
with four off-the-board finish¬ 
es at four different race tracks. 

With regular rider Edwin 
Perez in the saddle, R. Earl 
sprang an upset in the Iroquois 
Handicap, making short work 
of eight rivals in the turf test 
contested at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth. Sent off at nearly 13-1, 
he returned a healthy $27.40 
win mutuel, running the dis¬ 
tance in 1:42.58. Following 
him home, four and a quar¬ 
ter lengths behind, was Tri My 
Style; VaUeyman finished third, 
the third consecutive year that 
he has hit the board in the 
Iroquois. It was R. Earl’s fifth 
win from 14 starts, boosting 
the gelding’s earnings past the 
$100,000 mark. 

R. Earl, whose owner/ 
breeder, Cassel, is trainer 
Timothy Shea’s father-in-law, 
has won at a variety of dis¬ 
tances on both dirt and turf. 
“I’m still trying to figure out 
what his best distance and sur¬ 
face is,” admitted Shea. “He is 
a very versatile horse.” 

Taking Risks Stable LLC’s 
Namequest and Kenyon G. 
Furlong’s Shades of Sunny 
have developed quite a friendly 
rivalry over the years in the 
Robert W. Camac Memorial 
Stakes. In 2004 edition of the 
five-furlong turf race. Shades 
of Sunny finished second 
behind Namequest, but then 
turned the tables on him in last 
year’s renewal, winning by three 
and a half lengths. 

This year, 10-year-old 
Namequest and 8-year-old 
Shades of Sunny squared off 
once again in the Camac, and 
it was Namequest and jockey 
Victor Mohna who emerged 
victorious, a length and three-

quarters ahead of ‘‘Sunny” 
Final time was :59.07 over a 
course rated yielding. Trained 
by Ben Feliciano Jr., the son 
of Norquestor has won 13 
of 50 lifetime starts, earning 
$357,565. 

“He’s always really tough 
on this course,” said Molina, 
referring to Name quest’s 
record of five wins from 
eight starts on the PhiUy lawn. 
Bettors apparently overlooked 
that fact, as Namequest was 
allowed to pay a generous 
$22.60 to win. 

The yielding conditions 
of the turf course were also 
to the hking of EUendale 
Racing’s All Dolled Up, 
whom jockey Tony Black sent 
straight to the lead from her 
outside post to wire 13 filly 
and mare foes in the Mrs.

A 5-year-old daughter of 
Carnivalay, All Dolled Up 
recorded her first added- 
money victory in the Mrs.

She beat Raging 
Rapids by two and a half 
lengths, while that mare had 
three and a half lengths on 
GiseUous. The winner paid 
$33.20. 

Bred by Dale Schilling 
and Ellen Lea, All Dolled Up 
narrowly missed winning her 
first stakes in the 2005 edi¬ 
tion of the Mrs. Penny, losing 
by a half-length after setting 
the pace. Trained by Ramon 
Preciado, she increased her 
record to four victories from 
18 starts with the Mrs. Penny 
score, boosting her earnings 
to $110,498.

National trainers’ standings 
with 44 wins from 119 starts. 

An accident during the run¬ 
ning of the third race on August 
10 sent jockeys Thomas Clifton 
and Edilberto Rodriguez to 
the hospital. As the 12-horse 
field bunched up heading into 
the first turn for the mile and 
70-yard turf event, I Wish I 
Slew, ridden by Chfton, got into 
tight quarters with Fire Mound 
and fell. Rockpile, ridden by 
Rodriguez, went down when he 
was unable to avoid the fallen 
horse in front of him. 

Taken to Milton S. Hershey 
Medical Center, Clifton, 37, the 
track’s leading rider at the time 
of the spill, was found to have 
suffered a broken collarbone, 
broken ribs and a broken nose, 
and was treated via a non-surgi- 
cal procedure to stop internal 
bleeding from a lacerated Hver. 
He spent two days in intensive 
care and nearly a week in the 
hospital. 

Rodriguez, 38, sixth in the 
standings when he went down, 
also was treated at Hershey 
Medical Center, where he was 
placed in a partial body cast 
after injuring his back. 


Clifton had won 161 races 
at Penn National before the 
accident. “I expect to be out 
of commission for at least a 
month,” he said, “but I do 
intend to get back on the track 
again this year.” 

August 15 was a night for 
triples: Apprentice jockey 
Erika Strunk and trainer 
David Geist each captured a 
trio of races. Strunk won the 
second, sixth and ninth events, 
while Geist, currentiy Penn 
National’s second-leading con¬ 
ditioner, won the first, fifth and 
seventh. 

Two of Strunk’s victories 
were especially exciting: She 
won the second race aboard 
the Bob Wolfe-trained Justa 
Survivor, a 6-year-old maiden 
who paid $105.60 while win¬ 
ning a five-furlong turf race 
by a half-length. The son of 
Technology was never far off 
the early pace, and then came 
three-wide on the turn under a 
full head of steam to overtake 
pacesetter Gallant Search. 

In the ninth, Strunk piloted 
the Ron Rozell-conditioned 
Judge Dery to win the eve¬ 
ning’s featured $14,000 allow¬ 


ance by two and three-quarters 
lengths with a last-to-first burst. 
“It was my first allowance win,” 
Strunk said afterward. “To me, 
it felt like winning a stakes 
race.” 

A 4-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred son of De Niro owned 
by Tammy RozeU, Judge Dery 
covered the race’s six furlongs 
in 1:11.12 to earn $8,400. 

“I was so far behind early 
that I was thinking, ‘How am I 
going to catch the leaders?’ ” 
Strunk admitted. “It was so 
exciting when I was able to 
win.” 

Strunk also took the sixth 
race, a six-furlong claiming test, 
for trainer Tim Kreiser aboard 
the even-money choice Da 
Dat Ta Ta. The pair was five 
and a half lengths in front at 
the wire. 

Through racing of August 
19, Strunk, a 29-year-old native 
of Clarion, Pa., had won 28 
races from 296 starts, with 32 
seconds and 40 thirds. 

Strunk, who has a degree in 
biology and is certified to teach 
the subject, found the race 
track more interesting than the 
classroom. Previously, she rode 


show horses as a hobby, but 
when her husband bred and 
then raced a Thoroughbred at 
Penn, she decided to get her 
exercise rider’s hcense, which 
ultimately led her to take out an 
apprentice’s license. 

“I started out very slow,” 
she said. “But I’ve learned a 
lot along the way, and I’m stiU 
learning.” 

Geist, second in the train¬ 
ers’ race behind Bruce Kravets, 
increased his win tally for the 
year to 47 when he registered 
his triple the same night. Geist 
won the opener with Edward 
J. Short’s Keepitfancy, the fifth 
with David A. Ross’s Iron Age, 
and the seventh with Steep 
Sheet, whom he also owns. All 
three were ridden by Emilio 
Flores, who bagged four victo¬ 
ries that evening. 

Veteran jockey Arnaldo 
Unishuay, who has phed his 
trade at many Mid-Adantic 
tracks during his long career, 
booted home three winners on 
August 17. 

According to East Hanover 
Township officials, trucks car¬ 
rying debris from the demoli¬ 
tion of Penn National’s grand- 
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stand have damaged nearby Fox 
Run Road. The grandstand is 
being torn down to make room 
for the five-story $262-million 


Hollywood Casino that Penn 
National plans to open in late

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Larry 
Jones: 
a trainer 
on the 
move

I sland Sand's victory in the 
2005 Delaware Handicap-G2 
was a life-changing experi¬ 
ence for her trainer, Larry 
Jones. By far the richest win of 
Jones's career—it happened to 
be the first million-dollar race 
ever run at Delaware Park— 
last year's Del 'Cap opened new 
vistas for him, both financially 
and geographically 

Then based at Ellis Park 
in Kentucky, Jones had been 
mulling a move East but wasn't 
quite sure he was ready for 
it. He was training better and 
better horses, and running out 
of spots to place them at Ellis 
Park and at Prairie Meadows in 
Iowa, where he had maintained 
a string since the late 1990s. 
One look at Delaware Park and 
he thought it would be the right 
place for him. 

^When I got to hang out 
on the backstretch, I thought, 
WeU, this right here could be 
a lot hke home,"’ said Jones, 
49, while adding that he's never 
thought of himself as an ‘‘East 
Coast kind of guy." 

Tipping his 10-gallon head- 
gear and flashing a milHon- 
dollar smile, Jones elaborated: 
“There's plenty of green grass 
and farms right around here. 
You don't have to go 10 min¬ 



utes and you're in farm terri¬ 
tory. I felt Hke, ‘Okay, if I've 
got to do the East Coast, this 
might be a spot that I could 
handle.'" 

With the encouragement of 
Sam Abbey, Delaware Park's 
racing secretary, Jones brought 
all of his stock to the East this 
season, setding 34 horses at 
Delaware Park and 16 more at 


Sharp Farm (longtime training 
grounds belonging to the late 
owner Bayard Sharp), just min¬ 
utes away in Middletown, Del. 

He'll tell you that it's one 
of the smartest moves he's 
made. And his record speaks 
for itself 

At Delaware this season, 
Jones has won 21 of 95 starts 
and more than $800,000 in 


purses (through August 27). 
He has saddled the winners of 
three stakes, for three different 
owners: John Ferris, Mike Riley 
and David Gamble's Hello 
Liberty captured the $75,000 
Peach Blossom Stakes on 
April 22; Susan Knoll's Gasia 
took the $175,000 Susan's Girl 
Breeders' Cup on June 17; and 
Nelson McMakin's Miss Elsie 
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starred in the $100,000 Light 
Hearted Stakes on July 16. 

Even more impressively, 
Jones has snared three grad¬ 
ed stakes in New York. Hen¬ 
derson Racing's Wildcat Be the 
B captured the Grade 1 Prioress 
Breeders' Cup at Belmont Park 
on July 8. Two months earher, 
Jones sent out Hello Liberty 
to win the $200,000 Nassau 
County Breeders' Cup Stakes- 
G2 at Belmont, then watched 
her just miss by a neck to 3- 
year-old filly division leader 
Bushfire after setting the pace 
in the Grade 1 Acorn Stakes. 
Wildcat Bettie B has since 
returned to action to take the 
Victory Ride Stakes-G3 on 
August 24 at Saratoga. 

Jones and his wife of 18 
years, Cindy, feel they've found 
a new, maybe permanent, 
home. 

‘We have a house in Hen¬ 
derson, Kentucky," said Jones, 
“and right now that's what 
we stiU classify as ‘home.' We 
haven't bought anything in 
Delaware yet, but we're starting 
to look. We may wind up set¬ 
tling here." 

For Jones, it has been a long 
journey getting to this point. He 
grew up on his family's farm in 
Hopkinsville, Ky, where they 
raised corn, soybeans, tobacco 
and cattle. Jones was drawn to 
the Quarter Horses who helped 
with the cattle operation. 

“Horses had always been 
part of our livelihood," said 
Jones, “and I wanted them to 
be fast. Of course, for me they 
couldn't be fast enough." 

In 1980, Jones bought his 
first Thoroughbred. He turned 
the horse over to a friend to 
train, and they raced at EUis 
Park. But Jones thought he 
could do the job as well, if not 
better; he decided to give up 
farming and try his hand in the 
horse business. 

“Farming in the early 1980s 
wasn't great," he said. “Interest 
rates were high, farm prices 
were low, and it looked like 
there was an opportunity to 
make more money in the horse 
business than there was in 
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NEWSMAKER 


farming. It was a slow start. If 
I hadn’t been so hardheaded, I 
probably would have quit. The 
first horse I had, I gave $800 
for, and you don’t expect to 
have a world-beater for that 
price. And we’ve just managed 
to go on from there.” 

Jones saddled his first win¬ 
ner in 1982; his first stakes win¬ 
ner followed four years later, 
when Capt. Bold won a small 
stakes at EUis. It wasn’t until 
2000 that Jones got his first 
really good horse—Endless 
Parade, who won three stakes 
and was undefeated in a career 
cut short by injury. 

‘‘The horse that made the 
swing for us was Endless Par¬ 
ade,” said Jones. “She is the 
reason we went to Prairie Mead¬ 
ows. That’s when it seemed like 
it really started to take off, when 
we had Endless Parade. And 
then Ruby’s Reception gave us 
our first national exposure.” 

Ruby’s Reception, a daugh¬ 
ter of Rubiano out of the A.P 
Indy mare Court Reception, 
was purchased by Jones for 
Henderson Racing at the 2001 
Keeneland September yearhng 
sale for $12,000. At 2, she won 
the $100,000 Anna M. Fisher 
Debutante Stakes at EUis Park 
and was three times s takes- 
placed, including a runner-up 
performance in Keeneland’s 
Grade 2 Alcibiades, which 
earned her a trip to the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile FiUies-Gl. She 
finished last of 10 in the 
Breeders’ Cup race but com¬ 
pleted the year with earnings of 
more than $200,000. The fol¬ 
lowing season, she capmred the 
Grade 2 Fantasy Stakes at Oak- 
lawn Park and placed in two 
more added-money races. 

Ruby’s Reception was the 
first of several good stakes 
winners whom Jones has 
acquired at auction for bar¬ 
gain prices. Currently, he’s got 
Gasia, a $12,000 purchase; Les 
Ry Leigh, a $12,000 buy and 
winner of the Twixt Stakes for 
Maryland-breds at Laurel Park 
on August 19 in her eighth 
start; and his two stable stars. 
Wildcat Bettie B, a bit more 


expensive at $42,000, who has 
earned $379,840 with six wins 
from nine starts, and Hello 
Liberty, a $75,000 yearUng with 
earnings of $283,939 from 
eight in-the-money finishes in 
nine starts. Michael Pressley’s 
Josh’s Madelyn, a $10,000 buy 
who won the 2004 Raven Run 
Stakes-G2 at Keeneland, was 
recently retired with career 
earnings of $480,309 and wiU 
be bred to Forestry. 

“When I first started train¬ 
ing, it was for owner/breeders, 
small, try-to-have-fun kind of 
outfits,” said Jones. “The last 
few years we’ve been buying 
more and more. You get more 
requests from people that want 
you to buy horses.” 

Requests from prospective 
owners have also had Jones’s 
ceU phone ringing this spring 
and summer. One of those 
owners was Rick Porter, who 
races under the stable name 
Fox PhU Farms and campaigns 
multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner Round Pond. In the past. 
Porter also raced stakes winners 
Rockport Harbor and Jostle. 

Porter has eight horses with 
Jones and said he intends to 
increase that amount in the 
next few months. 

“When I had horses at Oak- 
lawn last winter. I’d heard some 
very favorable things about 
Larry,” said Porter. “But it was 
the teamwork in his barn that 
sold me. From the grooms to 
the hotwalkers. . . it’s a first- 
class operation. Of course, 
Larry’s a very personable guy, 
and he does so much of the 
work himself—he does it aU, 
from getting on horses in the 
morning to training graded 
stakes winners.” 

It’s taken nearly three 
decades—and plenty of pati¬ 
ence and perseverance—to 
develop his stable from that of 
$800 horses to graded stakes 
winners, but the future looks 
very bright for Larry Jones. 

“As my cousin always said. 
I’m a 27-year-old overnight 
success,” he said with a laugh. 
“I know I’m fortunate and very 
blessed.” W

THREE-TIME COURSE 
RECORD-SETTER 
AT SARATOGA 


S econd in Command, a 6- 
year-old Maryland-bred, 
defied the odds in more 
ways than one when he scored 
commandingly, by two and a 
quarter lengths and defeating 
heavily favored WeigeHa, in the 
Troy Stakes on August 14 at 
Saratoga. 

With the victory. Second 
in Command capped off a 
remarkable three-peat at the 
Spa: three wins in as many 
starts at five and a half furlongs 
on the turf, each in new course 
record time. 

Second in Command cap¬ 
tured the Troy Stakes in a final 
time of 1:01.11, shading a 
record set by ThatsmoreHkeit 
on August 3. Last year, he low¬ 
ered the mark to 1:01.52 and 
then to 1:01.46 while winning 
for claiming tags of $35,000 
and $100,000, respectively. 

The Troy Stakes produced a 
Maryland-bred exacta—^worth 
$121.50—as the 5-year-old 
Pohsh Numbers gelding Bingo- 
bear, carrying the colors of his 
breeder Jack Queen, got up for 
second, leaving Weigeha, who 
set the early fractions, to settle 
for third. 

Second in Command won 
the Troy Stakes for owner 
Michael Dubb and trainer 


Richard Dutrow, who claimed 
him for $50,000 in his previous 
start, on July 12 at Belmont 
Park. He campaigned through¬ 
out his early career for his 
breeder, Richard Golden, win¬ 
ning or placing in four stakes as 
a 3-year-old, including a victory 
in Aqueduct's Best Turn Stakes, 
for trainer Linda Rice. 

Golden sold Second in 
Command privately in June 
2005 to another of Rice's cli¬ 
ents, Team Power Play Racing. 

In 28 career starts. Second in 
Command has earned $268,022; 
his three wins at Saratoga have 
netted $100,500. 

Second in Command was 
produced from the stakes- 
placed Lypheor (GB) mare 
Stormeor, whom Golden pur¬ 
chased for $100,000, in foal to 
Afleet, at the 1994 Keeneland 
November sale. Still a mem¬ 
ber of the broodmare band at 
Golden's Sycamore HaU Farm 
in Chesapeake City, Md., Storm¬ 
eor (out of That's a Kennedy, 
by Kennedy Road) is a half-sis¬ 
ter to multiple graded winner 
Storm On the Loose (a son of 
Lypheor's sire Lyphard) as well 
as to Lyphard's stakes-placed 
daughter Steal the Thunder. 

Stormeor is also the dam 
of Grade 3 winner Shrike

B Jameela—^well on her way to 
be becoming the first Mary- 
land-bred millionaire—was sold 
by her breeder, Betty Worthing¬ 
ton, to Connecticut sportsman 
Peter Brant for a reported 
$840,000. Trained by Hyman 
(Hap) Ravich, Jameela (Ram¬ 
bunctious—Asbury Mary, by 
Seven Corners) won 22 races— 
12 stakes—for her Bel Air, 
Md.-based breeder, including 
the Maskette Stakes-Gl at 
Belmont Park in early Septem¬ 
ber, her final start for Worthing¬ 
ton. Jameela's sale represented 
Worthington’s formal depar¬ 
ture from breeding Thorough¬ 
breds. 

With a bankroll of $641,144, 
Jameela ranked second, behind 
Pearl Necklace, among Mary- 
land-breds in earnings at the 
time of the sale; twice she had 
been voted a state-bred cham¬ 
pion. 

For Brant) Jameela went on to 
win the Grade 1 Ladies Handicap 
that same season, and the follow-

ingjear captured, among others, the Grade 1 Delaware 
Handicap. She was named Marjland-bred horse of the 
year of 1981 and 1982. Jameela produced only two foals, 
but one of them was Gulch (by Mr. Prospector), champion 
sprinter of 1988—the year he won the Breeders' Cup 
Sprint-GI—a multiple Grade 1 stakes winner of more 
than $3 million and, ultimately, a highly successful sire. 

B Fasig-Tipton’s Eastern Fall Yearling sale at 
Timonium recorded the second highest average 
($12,484) in the auction’s 21-year history. Topping 
the one-day session was the final hip in the sale, 
a Rollicking colt who sold for $60,000. Out of 
the Restless Native mare Freedom Now, the colt 
was consigned by Galbraith Enterprises (Tyson 
Gilpin, agent), and was purchased by Maryland 
trainer Bernie Bond as agent for New Jersey 
horseman Michael Erlanger. Gilpin, of Boyce, 
Va., was the sale’s leading consignor. 

A total of 17 horses sold for $20,000 or more, 
including two who brought final bids of $45,000: 
a Mr. Prospector colt and a Spring Double filly. 

Of the 121 horses who passed through the 
ring, 104 changed hands, with only 17 failing to 
meet their reserve. 

B Ground-breaking took place at Morven Park 
in Leesburg, Va., on the Marion duPont Scott 
Equine Medical Center, the teaching, research 
and clinical component of the Virginia-Maryland 
Regional College of Veterinary Medicine. Sited on 
200 acres of land donated by the Westmoreland 
Davis Memorial Foundation, the equine center 
was made possible by a $4 million gift from horse 
owner/philanthropist Marion duPont Scott.

won the Travers and Lawrence 
Reahzation Stakes, and finished 
second to Nashua in the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. 

B Baltimore-based trainer 
Thomas J. Kelly parted com¬ 
pany with the powerful Ada 
L. Rice Stable and took over 


horses owned by Townsend B. 
Martin and John S. Phipps. For 
the Rices, Kelly had handled 
several accomplished runners, 
notably Pet BuUy, Cerise Reine 
and Ring King. 

Additionally, Kelly recog¬ 
nized the promise of jockey 
Bill Hartack, and, in 1954, he 
helped to persuade Rice to sign 
Hartack to a contract to ride her 
horses. The next year, Hartack 
led all riders in the U.S., while 
the Rice stable ranked fifth in 
the nation in purse earnings. 

B Work to enclose and fuUy 
winterize the first floor of Pim¬ 
lico’s grandstand and clubhouse 
neared completion in anticipa¬ 
tion of the track reopening 
in mid-November. Glass doors 
and panels were being installed 
along a 300-foot stretch facing 
the race track, while the rear of 
the clubhouse was being sealed 
with 5,000 square feet of alumi¬ 
num panels.

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Meeting the board: 
Laurie Calhoun 


Part of a continuing series of profiles of MHBA directors 


Laurie Calhoun is new to the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association's board of direc¬ 
tors. But she is far from a neophyte on issues 
involving the state's horse industry. 

Calhoun, 45, elected to her first term as an 
MHBA director this past May, owns and oper¬ 
ates one of Maryland's most active Thorough¬ 
bred establishments—^Summer Wind Farm in 
Libertytown—with her husband, Jerry Cal¬ 
houn. 

The Calhouns maintain about 30 brood¬ 
mares owned by themselves and their partners 
and clients. They also provide care for layups 
and offer sales agenting services at Maryland 
auctions. 

Their most recent noteworthy accomplish¬ 
ment came at this year's Saratoga Yearling sale 
when they sold a Tiznow colt, bred in partner¬ 
ship with Robert Kirkham, for $300,000. 

Stakes winners bred and/or raised at Sum¬ 
mer Wind include 2005 Maryland-bred horse 
of the year Cherokee's Boy, Maddalena (2005 
champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly). Just 
Call Me Carl, Private Slip, Dale's Prospect and 
Lipstick (dam of the $300,000 sales colt). 

Laurie Calhoun, whose maiden name was 
Reader, grew up on a small farm in southern 
Frederick County and has rarely been beyond 
whinnying distance of a horse since she was 
handed her first pony at age 6. 

Her father—a nuclear physicist—and moth¬ 
er, a homemaker, were bemused by her fasci¬ 
nation with horses, as Calhoun recalled. "My 
grandfather liked to watch racing, but nobody 
in our family had owned horses." The oldest of 
five girls, Calhoun has had only one sister share 
her interest in all things equine—the youngest, 
Nicole, is an "all-around assistant" in the bams 
and office at Summer Wind. 

Originally, Calhoun planned to be a veteri¬ 
narian. She came close to earning a degree in 
animal science from the University of Maryland 
College Park, but left before completing the 



program and accepted a full-time job at Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, where she had been 
employed during the summers. It was at Glade 
Valley that Laurie and Jerry met. 

When Jerry Calhoun left his post as Glade 
Valley's broodmare manager to become man¬ 
ager of Ryehill Farm in Mt. Airy, Laurie went to 
work there also. She briefly operated her own 
catering business in Frederick before she and 
Jerry both turned their efforts toward establish¬ 
ing Summer Wind in 1986. The Calhouns were 
married in 1990. 

Laurie enrolled part-time at Hood College 
in Frederick, and in the early 1990s graduated 
with a degree in accounting. 

Also well known for her involvement in 
horse rescue (and cat rescue, a passion that her 
husband would rather not advertise to the gen¬ 
eral public), Calhoun said she ran for election 
to the MHBA board because she "felt an obliga¬ 
tion to help carry on what's already been done. 
Maryland-breds sell well, and run well. This is 
a great state to raise a horse in; I'll do all I can 
to promote what Maryland-breds can and will 
do." ^ 














In memoriam: 

Sen. James Clark 


James Clark Jr., former 
president of the Maryland 
Senate and lifelong Howard 
County farmer, civic leader 
and supporter of Maryland's 
horse industry, died August 
18. He was 87. 

As a state senator (for 24 
years, beginning in 1963) and 
Senate president (1979 to 
1983), he created the legisla¬ 
tion that formed the Maryland 
Farmland Preservation Foun¬ 
dation and the legislation that 
led to Program Open Space. 

Sen. Clark, whose mother, 
Alda Hopkins Clark, was a 


noted horsewoman and fox¬ 
hunting enthusiast, was the 
sixth generation of his family 
to live in the Ellicott City area. 

Sen. Clark helped found the 
Howard County Conservancy, 
and assisted the Antique Farm 
Machinery Club in efforts to 
open a Farm Heritage Muse¬ 
um in West Friendship. 

"[Sen. Clark] was Howard 
County," County Executive 
James N. Robey told the Bal¬ 
timore Sun. "He was some¬ 
one everyone at the local level 
looked up to for advice and 
guidance." ^

Ah Day performed as 
expected in the Deputed Tes¬ 
tamony Stakes on August 20 
at Laurel Park, rallying to a 
length victory as odds-on fa¬ 
vorite in the field of seven 
Maryland-bred 3-year-olds. 
Valid Brush finished second, 
followed by Two Terms, Geno 
Madero, Our Peak, Double Big 
Gulp and Dr. Field. 

It was the fourth stakes win 
of the season for the Malibu 


Moon gelding who is bred and 
owned as well as trained by 
Maryland's all-time leading 
conditioner King T. Leather¬ 
bury. 

Ah Day rose to prominence 
in March with a longshot vic¬ 
tory in the unrestricted Hora¬ 
tius Stakes at Laurel, and be¬ 
came the focus of attention as 
a locally based candidate for 
the Preakness following the 
Federico Tesio Stakes at Pimli¬ 
co in April, in which he scored 
by five and a half lengths over 
a sloppy track while recording 
a Beyer speed figure of 103. 

Because he was not nomi¬ 
nated to the Triple Grown, Ah 
Day's Preakness berth would 
have cost $100,000 in supple¬ 
mental entry fees. Leatherbury 
opted for a less chancy route, 
sending out Ah Day in the Sir 
Barton Stakes on Pimlico's 
Preakness undercard. Ah Day 
disappointed in the Sir Barton, 
finishing a well-beaten fifth as 
1.1-1 favorite in the race won 
by High Gotton. 

But Leatherbury's hard-hit¬ 
ting homebred soon redeemed 
himself by winning the Red 
Legend Stakes at Gharles Town 
(on June 24) and finishing sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 3 Leonard 
























Richards Stakes at Delaware 
Park (July 16). He led up to 
the Deputed Testamony with 
a creditable fourth in the West 
Virginia Derby-G3 on August 6. 

"Yve abused him as far as 
running him so much, but he 
still did it," the ever-candid 
Leatherbury admitted after 
Ah Day's latest win. "Pve been 
very hard on this horse. I was 
trying to make the best of it 
because he's a 3-year-old and 
you're only a 3-year-old for 
so long. We'll just let him rest 
from this.'' 

Leatherbury bred Ah Day 
from the Thirty Eight Paces 
mare Endette, so named be¬ 
cause she was the final foal 
from his foundation brood¬ 
mare Dronette. 

Purchased by Leatherbury 
in partnership with Hermen 
Greenberg for $57,000, in 
foal to Seclusive, at a Timo- 
nium auction in 1982, Dronette 
(1978, Drone—Stacey d'Ette, 
by *Pago Pago) became the 
dam of two Maryland-bred 
champions: Thirty Eight Go 
Go and Notches Trace. 

Thirty Eight Go Go (1985, 
Thirty Eight Paces) was sold 
by Leatherbury for $17,500 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale, and went on to 
earn $871,229 with Leather¬ 
bury as her trainer. Garrying 
the colors of Leatherbury's 
longtime clients Janet and 
Morgan Wayson, Thirty Eight 
Go Go won or placed in 21 
stakes, including the Garde- 
nia-G2 and Tempted-G3 and 
was twice Grade 1-placed. She 
was voted a Maryland-bred di¬ 
visional champion at 2 and 4. 
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Leatherbury sold Notches 
Trace (1983, Lord Gaylord) 
privately for $85,000 in the fall 
of her 3-year-old season. Mak¬ 
ing the majority of her career 
for other connections, she won 
or placed in nine stakes, in¬ 
cluding a victory in the Betsy 
Ross Handicap-G3, earned 
$360,562 and was voted cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred handicap 
mare in 1988. 

Endette's racing career was 
far below that of her famous 
sisters. She made a total of 14 
starts, never finding her way 
to the winner's circle. 

But Endette's first three 
foals are winners. Her 5-year- 
old son. Due (by Rinka Das), 
is an allowance winner of 
$145,350. Endette has a year¬ 
ling filly by Growd Pleaser 
and a weanling filly by Park¬ 
er's Storm Gat.

Pat Konka and Maureen 
Johnson, a husband/wife 
team who have had remark¬ 
able success breeding for the 
commercial market at their 
50-acre Bittersweet Farm near 
Westminster, added to their 
list of achievements when Les 
Ry Leigh captured the Twixt 
Stakes for Maryland-bred 3- 
year-old fillies on August 19 at 
Laurel Park. 

But the victory was, as they 
say, bittersweet. 

Konka/Johnson sold 
Les Ry Leigh (a daughter of 
Broken Vow out of multiple 
stakes winner Azusa) at the 
2004 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale for $12,000—a 
price far below their original 
expectations. The lack of inter¬ 
est among buyers was attrib¬ 
utable to OGD (osteochondro¬ 



sis) lesions that showed up on 
pre-sale x-rays, said Konka. 

Brought along patiently by 
trainer Larry Jones, who spot¬ 
ted her at the sale and bought 
her on behalf of owner Mi¬ 
chael Pressley, Les Ry Leigh 
appears to have overcome 
any potential soundness prob¬ 
lems. She broke her maiden in 
her second start, in a maiden 
special weight in February at 
Oaklawn Park, and has won 
three of her four most recent 
starts. A two-time winner in 
allowance company at Dela¬ 
ware Park in May and June, 
she was making her stakes de¬ 
but when she stepped out on 
the track for the Twixt. 

Fans had all but conceded 
the Twixt to Smart and Fancy, 
the 2005 Maryland Million 
Lassie winner who was un¬ 
defeated in her four previ¬ 
ous starts, most recently the 
Beautiful Day Stakes at Dela¬ 
ware Park. But Les Ry Leigh 
drew off to score with au¬ 
thority, hand-ridden by Anna 
Napravnik to a seven and 
three-quarter-length victory, 
while paying $8.40 as the sec¬ 
ond choice in the field of five. 
Smart and Fancy, no match 
for the winner, held on for 
second, five lengths in front 
of third-place finisher My 
Misty's Echo. Racing Bridgett 
and Keep On Talking com¬ 
pleted the field. Final time for 
the mile was 1:37.08. 

Azusa (1987, Flying Pas¬ 
ter—Pleased Look, by Per¬ 
sonality), who won or placed 
in 14 stakes, earning $189,272, 
was purchased by Konka/ 


Johnson for $21,000, in foal 
to Tale of the Gat, at the 2002 
Keeneland January sale. 

Her 2002 colt, Icarus (by 
Tale of the Gat), also flunked 
his pre-sale exams due to 
OGD, but is an exceptional 
physical specimen in most 
respects, and has the creden¬ 
tials to prove it: trainer Bar¬ 
clay Tagg, serving as judge 
of the 2003 Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association Year¬ 
ling Show, selected him as re¬ 
serve champion. (Another of 
Konka/Johnson's homebreds, 
Thatswhatimean, also won 
a class at the show and ulti¬ 
mately became a stakes win¬ 
ner in Galifornia.) 

Icarus sold for $47,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, and 
brought $125,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May 2-year- 
olds in training sale. In 15 
starts, he has three wins and 
earnings of $28,395. 

The degree to which 
OGD—detectable only by x- 
ray—affects racing ability is 
open to debate. But it "killed 
us at the sales, with both of 
the foals we bred from Azu¬ 
sa—^and the thought is it may 
be genetic," said Konka. Not 
wanting to risk another, Kon- 
ka/Johnson sold Azusa (in 
foal to Buddha) for $17,000 at 
the 2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlan¬ 
tic December Mixed sale. 

Their consolation came in 
the form of a hefty bonus from 
the Maryland Fund when Les 
Ry Leigh won the Twixt—so 
far her only start in Maryland.

P residential Thoroughbreds^s Meadow Blue continued his rise in the 
New Jersey-bred handicap division with his dominating seven and a 
half-length victory in the $65,000 Lincroft Handicap on August 6 at 
Monmouth Park. 

Meadow Blue was well placed on the outside behind dueling pacesetters John’s 
Pic and Brucker’s Brother in the early running of the one-mile, 70-yard race, then 
made a four-wide move on the final turn and drew 
away late under a hand ride by jockey Joe Bravo. 

Meadow Blue won his first two starts around 
two turns while facing older runners in restricted 
allowance company at Monmouth earlier this season, 
before finishing fifth in the Long Branch Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G3 on July 15. Trainer Kelly Breen placed 
the 3-year-old colt by Meadow Monster back against 
older New Jersey-breds for the Lincroft, and he came 
through with his best performance to date. 

"He didn’t get to run his race last time because 
he hurt his foot coming out of the gate,” Breen said. 
"I didn’t know if we could get him ready in time for 
this race. But his foot got better in time, and we were 
able to run him.” 

Bred by Mike Brown from the Cure the Blues 
mare Arboresque, Meadow Blue has won three of 
his last four starts. First or second in six of 10 career 
outings, he has earnings of $132,485. 



Park Avenue Ball 
dominates 
Skip Away Stakes 


C har-Mari Stable’s Park Avenue Ball affirmed his stature as the top 
handicap horse based at Monmouth Park when he took the lead 
around the first turn and never looked back to win the $82,600 Skip 
Away Stakes by five lengths on July 23. 

Park Avenue Ball set fractions of :22.79, :46.28 and 1:11.01 before coming 
home in a quick 1:41.61 for a mile and sixteenth over a fast main track. Indy 
Wind, who chased the winner the entire way, held on for second. It was a neck 
back to Smokescreen in third. 

"He’s chased some fast paces before,” said winning trainer Jim Ryerson, "but 
today we figured we were the fastest of the bunch, so we’d let them chase us. He’s 
a good turn horse—that’s where he wins his races. 

I was a little worried when I saw Indy Wind move 
toward him at the top of the stretch, but he was able 
to spurt away from him through the stretch.” 

Park Avenue Ball earned $54,600 for the victory, 
which includes $12,600 in the form of a 30-percent 
bonus that is distributed to the owner of a New 
Jersey-bred who finishes first, second or third in an 
open race. 

A 4-year-old by Citidancer out of Road to the Ball, 
by Cahill Road, Park Avenue Ball, bred by CJ. Hesse 
Inc., was New Jersey-bred horse of the year in 2005. 

A graded winner at 2 and 3, Park Avenue Ball has 
finished in the money in each of his four starts this 
season through the Skip Away. He won the Frisk Me 
Now Stakes on May 27 at Monmouth and led up to 
the Skip Away with a second (beaten less than four 
lengths by Flower Alley) in Monmouth’s Salvator 
Mile Stakes-G3 on June 24. He earned $766,600 
through his first 16 starts.

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REMEMBERING FITZ DIXON by Rick Abbott 


Fitz Eugene Dixon Jr., who died in August at the age 
of 82, made enormous contributions to Thoroughbred 
racing. He was, for 16 years, the chairman of the 
Pennsylvania State Horse Racing Commission. The owner 
of Erdenheim Farm, which he inherited from his uncle 
George D. Widener Jr., Fitz owned and bred numerous 
stakes winners, including three who won stakes within 
weeks of his death: Aunt Henny won the Virginia Oaks; 
and Play Bingo, who won the 2005 Maryland Million 
Classic, captured the Sussex Stakes at Delaware Park 
on the same day that his homebred Smart Enough won 
the Beau Genius Handicap at Churchill Downs. In recent 
years, he campaigned additional stakes winners Political 
Attack, Dr. Kashnikow and Only in Philly. All of these 
horses were trained by his good friends John R.S. Fisher 
and Michael Matz. 

As involved as Fitz was in his racing stable, racing 
as a whole, and Pennsylvania racing in particular, is 
deeply indebted to him for the leadership he showed 
as chairman of the racing commission. During his watch, 
and in no small part at his insistence, Pennsylvania 
became a leader in what we now call advanced deposit 
wagering. His concept of the off-track wagering facility 
as a turf club with all of the amenities of a modern race 
track made Pennsylvania the model for other states. And, 
when Governor Ed Rendell called him out of retirement 
to help spearhead the drive for legislation to allow slot 
machines at Pennsylvania's race tracks, Fitz beat the 
drum and twisted arms as no one else could until the 
legislature passed the law. 

For a man of such vision, he was a traditionalist is 
so many ways. He bred Angus cattle and Cheviot sheep, 
which always brought home the blue at the Pennsylvania 
Farm Show. He wintered in Palm Beach, Fla., and 
summered in Winter Harbor, Maine, but he spent the 
spring and the fall at his beloved Erdenheim Farm-500 
acres within sight of center city Philadelphia. He devoted 
his young adult years to teaching French and English and 
coaching at Episcopal Academy, his alma mater. Later, 
he sen/ed as chairman of the Pennsylvania State System 
of Higher Education, which administers all of the state 
colleges except Penn State. He was a patron of the arts, 
an owner at one time or another of every professional 
sports team in Philadelphia, and a major benefactor of 


the Abington Hospital, where buildings are named for 
him and his wife, Edie. 

In listing the many achievements of his life, one 
is tempted to lose sight of the man himself. He loved 
a bawdy joke and a "wee dram of scotch," and he did 
not suffer fools kindly. If he expected you to have done 
something, it had better be done completely and to his 
high standards. 

My wife, Dixie, and I have had the privilege of 
keeping some of the Erdenheim mares for the last 
four years. I will always remember a day in May of 
this year, after a commission meeting at New Bolton 
Center, when he brought most of the commission staff 
to Charlton to show off his mares and foals. Typically, 
he was most proud of his filly by Smarty Jones, another 
Philadelphia boy who made good. After the show, he 
hosted everyone for lunch at the local pub and regaled 
us with stories from his years in racing. Too soon, he 
was gone from us. 

I have lost a friend and a mentor, but the greatest 
loss is to his family and racing, especially Pennsylvania 
racing, which is much poorer for his passing.

E ldon Farm of Charlottesville 
is a diverse operation. That 
diversity was showcased in August 
when owner Ken Lukes farm 
successfully sold a pinhooked 
colt at Fasig-Tiptons Saratoga 
Selected Yearlings sale on August 
9, and then won a major steeple¬ 
chase with a champion the very 
next day. 

Showing no lack of nerve, 
Eldon consigned two colts to the 
Saratoga sale that it had purchased 
as weanlings for big dollars. At last 
years Keeneland November sale, 
Eldon, led by bloodstock man¬ 
ager Debbie Easter, purchased 
a colt by Elusive Quality out 
of Mermaids Tale (by Boston 
Harbor) for $620,000, and a Tale 
of the Cat colt out of the stakes- 
winning A.P. Indy mare Reflect 
the Music for $390,000. 

The Elusive Quality colt sold 
at Saratoga to Ahmed Zayat for 


E dward P. Evans s Spring HiQ 
Farm in Casanova planned to 
send 32 yearlings to the sales this 
year: 31 to Keeneland s September 
Yearling sale and just one—a 
Virginia-bred colt by Distorted 
Humor out of Demi Souer, by 
Storm Bird—to Fasig-Tiptons 
Saratoga Selected Yearlings sale. 

The first one to sell did not dis¬ 
appoint, as internationally known 
bloodstock agent Demi O’Byrne 
and Rick Nichols, the manager of 
Sheikh Hamdan’s Shadwell Farm, 
got into a bidding war that ended 
when Nichols made the $1 mil¬ 
lion winning bid. 


$900,000, generating some hard- 
earned—and perhaps nerve- 
wracking—revenue. And the 
Tale of the Cat colt brought 
$400,000. 

“1 liked everything about 
him,” said Zayat of his purchase. 
“I personally believe he is prob¬ 
ably the best colt in the sale. But 
we shall see. The yearling—it’s 
all guesswork, but it’s the best 
guesswork we can do. The people 
who bought him [the first time] 
are very, very smart buyers.” 

The Eldon connections turned 
up in the paddock the next day to 
see fellow Virginian Paul Douglas 
Fout saddle their 2004 Eclipse 
Award winner, Hirapour (Ire), 
in the $79,500 A.P. Smithwick 
Memorial Steeplechase-NSA2. 
Not to be outdone by any year¬ 
ling, the 10-year-old Hirapour 
came off a nine-month layoff fol¬ 
lowing ankle surgery to win the 


The yearling colt is a half- 
brother to Withers Stakes-G3 
winner Fast Decision from the 
family of champion and leading 
sire Dehere. 

“He’s a nice horse, good 
pedigree,” Nichols said of the 
Distorted Humor colt. “A big, 
strong, correct colt that’s got a 
nice move to him. He’s fairly 
typical of Distorted Humor.” 

Going into the sale. Spring 
Hill manager Chris Baker had 
fairly high expectations for the 
Virginia-bred colt: “The mare 
had a Gulch yearling sell for 
$500,000, so we think that this 
colt might do pretty well.” 


race by four lengths over Good 
Night Shirt and Mauritania. 

The Kahyasi gelding, making 
his first start since November 26, 
took charge over the fmal fence 
and drove to a comfortable victo¬ 
ry under regular jockey Matthew 
McCarron. Hirapour was seeking 
a second Eclipse Award last year 
when, after finishing third in the 
Smithwick, he won the New York 
Turf Writers Handicap-NSAl. 
However, his Eclipse bid failed 
after back-to-back losses to even¬ 
tual champion McDynamo in 
the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase- 
NSAl and the Colonial Cup- 
NSAl. Unfortunately, Hirapour 
came out of the Colonial Cup 
with a bone chip in his left front 
ankle. 

“He came up short in the 
Smithwick last year, and I think 
he’s a little farther along this 
year,” Fout explained after the

at the Saratoga sale, having sold 
2005 Horse of the Year Saint 
Liam at the New York vendue. 
“Well, we sold Saint Liam for 
$130,000, and we are very happy 
he accomplished what he did,” 
Baker said. “The only thing that 
would have been better is if he 
had done it in our silks. 

“But what it showed is that 
we sell good horses. We don’t 
just keep all the good ones and 
sell the ones that we don’t like. 
We offer good horses for sale, and 
that’s very good when you’re sell¬ 
ing in the public market.” 


Smithwick. “He had a little bit of 
a foot problem coming into the 
race last year, and I haven’t had 
that this year.” 

Fout planned a fmal run 
through the Turf Writers, 
Breeders’ Cup and Colonial Cup 
in what will be Hirapour’s last 
chance to add yet another Eclipse 
Award to his already impressive 
resume. 

“We’re going to retire him 
after this year no matter what, and 
we’re chasing the Eclipse Award,” 
Fout said. “The horse doesn’t 
owe anything to anybody.” 


Virginia horse 
owners pass 
referendum 

M ore than 68 percent of 
eligible horse owners have 
voted to approve the collection 
of an assessment of $3 per ton 
or $0,075 per 50-pound bag of 
manufactured equine feed sold 
or imported for sale in Virginia. 
The Board of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services authorized 
the referendum that was conduct¬ 
ed by the Virginia Department 
of Agriculture and Consumer 
Services (VDACS). 

The establishment of the 
assessment will mean an estimat¬ 
ed addition of $200,000 per fiscal 
year for the Horse Industry Board 
to use to support legislatively 
mandated promotion and eco¬ 
nomic development programs to 
further enhance Virginia’s equine 
industry. Funds collected will be 
used by the board for market 
development, education, public¬ 
ity, research and promotion. 


Spring Hill seeks Saintly repeat 
with $1 million sales colt 
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Colonial Downs closes out successful 10th season 


O n August 12, Colonial Downs ended its 
10th season of racing in Virginia. The 
42-day Thoroughbred meet achieved record 
levels for mutuel handle, while on-track atten¬ 
dance dipped slightly. Notable racing highlights 
included the $1 million Colonial Turf Cup on 
June 24 and the $1 million Virginia Derby-G2 
on July 15. 

Virginia Horsemen s Benevolent & Protective 
Association (VHBPA) board member NeUie 
Cox co-bred Showing Up, the winner of the 
Turf Cup. The 3-year-old colt is owned by 
Roy and Gretchen Jackson, who also own 2006 
Kentucky Derby winner Barbaro. Showing Ups 
trainer, Barclay Tagg, passed on running back his 
charge in the Virginia Derby, the second leg of 
Colonials $5 million Grand Slam of Grass, but 
on August 12, he sent out the son of Strategic 
Mission to win the third leg of the Grand Slam, 
the Secretariat Stakes-Gl, at Arlington Park. 

The fourth component of the series is the John 
Deere Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl in November at 
Churchill Downs. PeterVegso’s Go Between, trained by Bill Mott, won 
the Virginia Derby. 

VHBPA board member David Ross once again was Colonial’s lead¬ 
ing owner, with winnings of nearly $400,000. Ross’s runners included 
Native Ruler, a promising 2-year-old colt who won the Chenery 
Stakes during the meet. Hamilton Smith took the trainers’ title with 
20 victories, one more than Virginia native Ferris Allen. Luis Garcia’s 
42 wins made him leading jockey. 

Race track conditions during the meet exceeded horsemen’s pre¬ 
season expectations. The 180-foot-wide turf course was in superb 
shape from start to finish, even though more than three-fourths of all 
races were run on the grass. Likewise, the condition of the dirt track, 
which last year was subpar, was considered superb. Throughout the 
meet, track management was responsive to the concerns of horsemen, 
earning plaudits by giving timely notice before cancelling the August 
1 card due to oppressive heat. As a result of this courtesy, owners and 
trainers avoided futile pre-race preparation and shipping of horses that 
day. 

Backstretch activities during the summer were also notable. The 
VHBPA inaugurated its new building, located next to the Virginia 
Racing Commission (VRC) office, with an Owners’ Day reception 
on June 24, when approximately 150 owners and friends attended a 
champagne brunch coordinated by board member Donna Dennehy. 
Attendees received a tote bag filled with gifts—a token of appreciation 
for their contributions to Virginia racing. Winning owners were hon¬ 


ored during the card with special glass trophies 
and a DVD that included all of that day’s races. 

The VHBPA building also served as a class¬ 
room for educational programs. At the start 
of the meet, the VHBPA sponsored a two-day 
session geared to teaching local high school 
students and other young people the basics 
of grooming a horse. It was conducted by Dr. 
Reid McLeUan, national director of the Groom 
Elite Training Program in Lexington, Ky. A 
number of the teenagers in attendance were 
then licensed by the VRC and went to work on 
the backstretch as hotwalkers. Two new own¬ 
ers—who were not quite “young people”—also 
participated in the course in order to learn 
about the behavior and habits of their equine 
acquisitions. 

In addition, from noon to 4 p.m. on dark 
days (Wednesdays and Thursdays), NeU Pittman, 
a teacher in the local county school system, 
gave classes in English to Spanish-speaking 
backstretch workers. She also taught elementary 
Spanish to those wishing to learn that language. 

In the evening, the classroom became the site of worship services 
—and supper—conducted by Chaplain Magorie Bevans, a former 
Virginia jockey. Bevans also held weekly Bible study sessions for back¬ 
stretch workers; these were followed by VHBPA-sponsored dinners at 
a local Mexican restaurant. 

When not in use as a classroom, the building was a popular spot 
for horsemen, because it has both WiFi and hard-wire connection to 
the Internet. Either by laptop or desktop, horsemen had free access to 
cyberspace courtesy of the VHBPA. The building also has simulcasts of 
races from around the country and satellite TV. 

Backstretch activities were not limited to the new building. Midway 
through the meet, assistant stall manager John Douse organized a pic¬ 
nic in the dormitory area that featured barbequed ribs, pulled pork, 
“drunken” chicken, roasted jalapeno peppers, salsa and kegs of beer. 
Hot dogs and hamburgers were available for the fainthearted. More 
than 200 horsemen attended the festivities, which extended well into 
the evening. 

The VHBPA ended the meet by sponsoring a benefit golf tourna¬ 
ment for former rider Shannon Campbell and the national Disabled 
Jockeys’ Benefit Fund. Campbell was paralyzed from the waist down 
in a riding accident last year at Charles Town. She had been a frequent 
rider at Colonial Downs. The tournament, held on August 4 at the 
Bricks hire Golf Club next to the track, attracted 37 players and raised 
$ 10 , 000 .

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Luftikus's offspring 
on a roll at Charles Town 


B eginning iast season, the 
offspring of Luftikus—a 10- 
year-oid son of Meadowiake 
who stands for $2,500 at 
the Casey famiiy's Taylor Mountain 
Farm in Charles Town—have made 
a steady pilgrimage to Charles 
Town's winner's enclosure. On July 
19, Luffikus's 3-year-old daughter 
Shesagrumptoo humbled a solid 
field of older West Virginia-bred fillies 
and mares in a $39,600 allowance 
at six and a half furlongs, defeating 
Marthamountainmama by five and 
a half lengths in 1:21.19. 

Bred by Robert Lloyd, trained by 
James M. Casey and ridden by Travis 
Dunkelberger, Shesagrumptoo (out 
of Roberta Grump, by Verification) 
has sharpened her abilities in her 
sophomore season for owner Mark 
Russell. The one-time closer, who won 
a division of last year's West Virginia 
Futurity, now sports a frontrunning 
style that has carried her to 
consecutive victories. 

Shesagrumptoo is one of two 
stakes winners from the first crop 


of Luftikus, who was the leading 
freshman sire in the Mid-Atlantic 
region in 2005. This year (through 
September 5), Luftikus ranks 25th on 
the nation's list of leading second- 
crop sires, ahead of such notables as 
Tiznow and Monarches. 

On July 22, Luftikus struck again 
with P J's Sweetie, a 3-year-old filly 
who broke her maiden going six 
and a half furlongs for trainer David 
Walters. 

Less than a week later. Custom 
Abode gave Luftikus a hat trick by 
winning a $15,000 claimer for state- 
breds by two and a quarter lengths. 
Custom Abode, his sire's leading 
earner to date this year, covered 
seven furlongs over a sloppy track 
on July 27 in 1:29.04 for trainer Lloyd 
Scott. 

Luftikus's magic continued on 
August 3, in a $32,400 seven-furlong 
allowance for West Virginia-breds. 

His 2005 stakes-placed son Hold 
On Tight, bred/owned/trained by 
John Casey, did just that, making 
every pole a winning one for a 


six and a half-length score under 
Dunkelberger. Binn Waiting, also 
sired by Luftikus, finished second; the 
Luftikus-progeny exacta paid $105. 

Finally, on August 5, Been a Good 
One, a 2-year-old also bred, owned 
and trained by John Casey, made 
short work of his foes in a maiden 
special weight at four and a half 
furlongs, giving his dam, the Red 
Ransom mare Dangerously Fast, her 
first career winner as a broodmare. 

On July 29, Gary Juster's 
Mike’sgoodandtough made his initial 
start over the sandy Charles Town 
oval, vindicating the confidence 
that racing secretary Doug Lamp 
accorded him by toting a hefty 
impost of 125 pounds to a decisive 
victory in the $50,000-added Robert 
G. Leavitt Memorial Handicap, 
restricted to accredited West 
Virginia-breds. 

Ridden by Dale Whittaker and 
trained by Philadelphia Park-based

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conditioner Randy Aiien, the 3-year- 
oid Mike'sgoodandtough ran the 
seven furiongs in 1:25.98 to win by 
eight and one-quarter lengths over 
last year's 2-year-old West Virginia- 
bred champion King Cohl. Whittaker, 
notoriously a man of few words, 
stifled an understated "whew" after 
the race. 

Bred by Joe and Kate Painter 
and foaled at the couple's Blue 
Spruce Farm, Mike'sgoodandtough 
is by Good and Tough out of 
the mare You Snapped (by Lord 
Gaylord). Unfortunately for owner 
Juster, Mike'sgoodandtough is not 
eligible for the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics.

Over the past few years, owner/ 
trainer William Campbell has 

ventured to Charles Town from his 
barn at the Bowie training center in 
Maryland with an eye toward West 
Virginia-bred claims. In 2005 he hit 


the jackpot with Speed Whiz, when 
the son of Weshaam grabbed the 
top prize in the $500,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic. 

On July 26, Campbell returned 
with another of his claims. Slew's 
Smile, in a bottom-level claimer 
for state-breds at seven furlongs. 
Absent since December, the son 
of Native Slew proved too much 
for his overmatched adversaries, 
triumphing by two and a half lengths 
in 1:28.27 for jockey Larry Reynolds. 
The 9-year-old gelding has earned 
close to $345,000 during his career. 

A little more than a week later, 
Campbell scored again, this time 
with his 5-year-old mare Cedar Slew 
(also by Native Slew). Her recent 
past performance lines indicated 
that she had been competing in 
either allowance or stakes races. On 
August 4, however, she plunged to 
the $4,000 claiming level.The drop 
suited her well, as she emerged 
victorious by nearly two lengths 
under Reynolds at four and a half 
furlongs. 


Owners’ Day is always a popular 
afternoon event for owners and 
trainers. This year's event, held on 
August 6, saw some alterations 
in purse monies and scenery. 

The original intent was to have 
four $50,000-added stakes races; 
however, with declining revenues in 
the purse account, those contests 
were slashed to $35,000 each. 

In the past, all Owners' Day 
festivities have occurred under the 
expanse of a gigantic canopy. 
Instead, horsemen and guests dined 
in the comfort of the third-floor 
clubhouse terrace. 

In the 10th race on the card, 
Emily’s Secretbear rescued the day 
for West Virginia-breds when she 
valiantly drove past the favorite, 
Seattle's Bodgit, to take a $29,000 
allowance at a mile and an eighth 
in 1:57.58 under Larry Reynolds. Bred 
by Marilyn Little, the 4-year-old filly 
by Secret Hello Is owned by Baer's 
Racing Stable and trained by Tim 
Grams.
